General Washburn, Ex-Governor 
Minnesota, Says They are Just as 
Bad as They Cau be. 


of 


Montreal, July 31.—(Special.)—Gen- 
eral W. D. Washburn, ex-Governor of 
Minnesota, is in the city as the guest 
of Sir Willlam Van Horne, Regarding 
the Presidentia] campaign in the West, 
he believes the best elements of the 
Democratic party desire to see Mr, 
McKinley elected and for that reason 
will bring out a third candidate, per- 
haps Senator Palmer of Illinois, who, 
although a free trader, is sound on the 
currency question. 

General Washburn says McKinley 
will cary Iinois, Iowa, Ohio, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, and, although there 


may be some*doubt with regard to 
‘Michigan, he firmly believes that every 
northern State east of the Mississippi 
will go Republican. 

But it was the general declaration 
regarding the business depression in 
the States that will be found most in- 
teresting to Canadians. ‘The times,” 
he said, “are as bad as they can be. 
I nave never in fact seen them worse 
and the people attribute this unfortu- 
nate state of affairs to the change in 
the tariff by the Democrats, but at 
present all parties are favorable to a 
protective policy. Four years ago the 
Democrats advocated a tariff for re- 
venue only, while the policy of the Re- 
publicans was a tariff for protection as 
well as for revenue, and the people 
now see the fallacy of the Democrats’ 
platform.” 

The General adds that, although his 
friend, Sir William Van Horne, thinks 
the sound money advocate will carry 
Some of the Southern States, he is 
afraid the number will be limited to 
East and West Virginia and Mary- 
land, as the South has for a good while 
been in favor of the free silver craze. 
He states that present capital is sus- 
picious, and confidence nowhere reigns; 
so if prosperity is ever again to be 
restored to the United States Bryan 
must be yoted down by an immense 
majority. Should Major McKinley go 
to the White House with a small ma- 
jority, the whole question will have to 
be fought out again four years hence 
and voted upon once more. Mr. Bryan, 
he says, is supported by the ragtail 
the loafers, the saloonkeepers and the 
worst element in the United States 
while the Governor of Iilinols and 
others of his kind would have been 
Robesplerres had they lived at the 
time of the French Revolution.

Assistant District Attorney Casey 
then called as the first witness Frank 
Nochec, who testified that he shipped 
on the Herbert Fuller on July 8 Last 
saw the captain alive at 7 o'clock on 
the night of July 1%. Saw his dead 
body afterwards. About 1 o'clock on 
the morning of July 14 was on deck; 
saw second mate; went Into forecastle 
to get his pipe filled, At 2 o'clock 
went to the wheel to relieve Brown. 
The bell did not strike at 2 o'clock. It 
was the duty of the man at the wheel 
to strike bell; saw the first mate go- 
ing down the companionway in a 
hurry towards the cabin. Some one 
called out, ‘Mr. Bram.’ Bram stoop- 
ed over the compantonway,. Heard 
passenger Monck say to the mate, 
“Don't you throw that board at me; 
I am all right.” Bram then came to 
me at the wheel. He asked where 
Brown was. He looked pale. He 
went to the passenger's room. Wit- 
ness saw the passenger put on some 
clothing, Both passenger and mate 
came on deck. They went to the win- 
dow between the main and milzzen- 
mast. At 4 o'clock the cook (Spencer) 
came on deck. He (the cook) went 
forward and joined the mate and pas- 
senger. 

They came back and told witness 
that the captain was dead. Witness 
then said, "Good God!” They went for- 
ward again. The crew came up and 
talked of directing the course to the 
nearest port. The mate talked of go- 
ing to French Guiana, The mate gave 
orders south-sou'-east) Witness was re- 
lieved by Oscar Anderson at the wheel. 
Getting among the crew witness sald 
the mate said: “ Don't blame the lly- 
ing for the dead. The dead cannot 
answer for themselvés,.” The mate 
sald the captain might have got an 
ax and killed them and then killed 
himself. To this proposal Brown sald: 
“Throw the bodies overboard.” 

Mate Bram was drunk at 4 o'clock. 
He was crying and praying, but wit- 
ness did not see any*tears coming out 
of his eyes. Mate Bram said the cap- 
tain was a Freemason. Wit- 
ness said that soon after he 
Was at the wheel he heard a sound like 
a gurgle. He leaned over with one 
hand on the wheel and saw the mate 
and passenger going to the passengers’ 
room. Witness described the position 
of the bodies when found. Brown, 
Anderson and Hendriks were putting 
the canvas on the bodies Brown 
handled the bodies rough. In the pre- 
sence of the mate, witness heard the 
steward (Spencer) ask ‘What cuts 
Were on the captain ?" The mate re- 
Plied he didn’t. know. Brown was talk- 
ative before the murder, but after the 
murder he would not talk with the 
men. Brown first talked with the wit- 
ness the morning after the murder, 
saying, “That will be all right if 
there is not any more done.” 

The first mate,the steward and passen- 
Ber asked if those present knew any- 
thing about the murder, and Brown 
answered “No.” 

When the ax was brought Brown 
grinned when he saw it, and the mate, 
Bram, yelled, as he threw it over- 
board. Up to 1 o'clock, July 14. it was 
Brown's leokout. Those present on 
the deck on the morning of the mur- 
der were Bram, Brown, Monck, Speu- 
cer Slicer, Perlock and Anderson. The 
vessel was then about 600 miles out. 
Brown did not have on the same 
clothes after the murder as before. 
He threw his overalls overboard, say- 
ing, “I could be held as the murderer 
if | have blood on my clothes.” Wit- 
ness insisted on putting the mate in 
jrons. The mate sald. “I am an inno- 
ent man.’" 

On cross-examination, witness said 
that on the Sunday before the murder 
Brown told him that he had killed 
somebody in Holland and that he got 
off on a plea of insanity Witnesa 
helped put Brown In trons. He su» 
pected the mate first. It was on the 
following Sunday that the mate was 
put in irons, and up to this time the 
mate had directed the ship Nochec 
stated it was after 2 o'clock when he 
took charge of the wheel. Up to that 
hour he had heard nothing unusual to 
attract his attention, and everybody 
Was at hie post of duty It was two 
minutes later, he thought, when he 
saw the men going down ir the cabin 
He put Brown in trons by direction of 
Bram, and put Bram in irong by di- 
rection of the cook, Spencer 

What Bram said was, “The dead 
cannot talk of themselves.” The second 
mite went to assault the oaptain’s 
wife, the captain got the ax and kill- 
ed his wife ; then the second 
mate, being the stronger man, 
perhaps, got the ax from the 
captain, and killed himavif and 
threw the ax on the deck and then 
went into the castle.”” The witness 
reiterated this statement as having 
been made by the mate. Salvage was 
talked of and was first mentioned by 
the steward. Witness sald he knew of 
no trouble between Brown and the 
captain and the latter'n wife, After 
the murder Bram appointed Brown 
first mate and witness second mate, 
so that when Bram and Brown were 
put in irons witness was in command

Provinolal service and eater the fel of 
Federal politics ; and until the last fow 
months 1 answered every such suggestion 
in the nogative. Bat some weoks before 
the election camp sign which has just Ds 
minated so happily, the change was WERK 
upon me by sone of the chiofs of tho Lib 
eral party and by many representative anc 
other members. They mado It manifost 
to mo that my cntry Into Dominion politics 
was tho gonoral wish of the party and of 
thoso who had its confidence, and In view 
of the arguments and opinions they pre- 
sented to me, I felt that asa public man I 
could notrefuse to accede to the general 
wish, I therefore agreed to make the 
plunge, though [ did so with reluctance be- 
cause of my age and of considerations per 
sonal to myself and family, The plunge 
bas been made, but though I have now 
ceased to be your represent stive in the Pro- 
vincial Legislature, I shall never coase to 
feel a warm interest in the people of North 
Oxford.” 

The memory of that wild and reckless 

“plunge” will of a truth live in history, 
says a contemporary, long after many of 
Sir Oliver's other doughty deeds haye been 
placed in the national lumber room of 
forgetfulness. Capt. Webb's jump into 
the raging torrents of Niagara was nota 
circumstance compared with it. Those 
gentlemen who make it their daily business 
to throw themselves from the top of circus 
tents into small tanks of water are more 
tyros at the game. The aeronauts who 
tako parachute drops from balloons are 
simply in the kindergarten grade. All 
these and others of the same class are 
merely infants alongside of Sir Olivor. 
Who will ever forget the grand and noble 
sight of the old gentleman sitting boldly in 
his seat while he made his dizzy leap into 
the Federal arena with a cable around his 
waist and one arm entwined gracefully yet 
firmly around his Provincial post? What 
historian can ever ignore the fact that 
women fainted and strong men closed 
their eyes? How can the memory ever 
die out of the thrill which ran down every 
backbone in Europe and America and 
quite a fow in Asia and Africa as the splash 
from that ‘* plunge” re-echoed around the 
world ! 


_ AN AMUSING SPECTACLE. 


The Montreal\Gazette is one of the most 
fair and moderate party journals in Can- 
ada, and its utterances are therefore worthy 
of attentive consideration. The following, 
from a recent issuc of the Gazette, must 
commend itself to tle attention of every 
reader, because of its candor ; 


One of the amusing things in the political 
situation is the ecstacy Into which Liberal 
pa go in admiration of Mr, Laurier’s St. 
Johns speech, and especially of*the tariff 
references in it. The sense of duty to their 
party is evidently strong among Liberal 
writers, Asa matter of fact the address 
contained nothing to evoke enthusiasm be- 
yond the circle of those who heard it. The 
most remarkable thing about it, aside from 
its indefiniteness, was the number of items 
in the Conservative programme it proposed 
to continue. The tariff reference was 
worthy of note only because of its vacue- 
ness.

It is only known that they will 
hold an enguiry; they will ask or 
accept the opinion of people they meet, and 
‘on the mass of information gathered will 
forma policy, which they will ask their 
friends in Parliament to endorse, They 
have been denouncing the evils of protec- 
tion for years, in the most violent Janguage, 
and to-day, when the responsibility is put 
upon them, they announce that they will 
take six months to fo about the country 
hunting for these evils. There never was 
so extraordinary a situation presented. 
There never was a greater admission of in- 
competence by a Premier. Because of the 
want of exact knowledge by Ministers in 
revard to a question they have been discuss- 
ing in Parliament and on the platform 
since 1878, the country is to bs kept for six 
months in a state of uncertainty as to what 
will be done with the tariff, and for six un- 
necessary months merchants and manufac- 
turers will be in self-defence compelled to 
carry on their operations in view of the 
fact that the conditions of trad: may be 
radically altered at the end of that time, hy 
the action of ministers who confessedly do 
not know what they will do, but whio-e 
election platform and speeches will compel 
them to do something. To call the men 
who have created such a situation states 
men, and togive them credit for business 
sagacity, is so ridiculous a position that it 
needs not to be replied to.

It will be seen that Sir Richard Cart- 
wright has Finance Minister Fielding 
under his wing and that Mr, Laurier 
has Davies at his side and Tarte at 
his back.

The Clerk of the Crown in Chan- 
cery to-day received the return of the 
writ for the election in Burrard, B.C., 
and the member for that constituency, 
G. R. Maxwell, who is a Liberal, and 
who designates himself “ gentleman,” 
will be gazetted to-day. This will 
complete the official announcement of 
the members returned in the last gen- 
eral election to serve in the Eighth 
Parliament. 

To-morrow's Canada Gazette will 
also contain the return of the Hon. 
Wilfrid Laurier as Premier and Pre- 
sident of the Privy Council and of 
Mr. Mulock, Postmaster-General. 
These are the first returns of the bye- 
elections received. The others return- 
ed by acclamation on Thursday will 
be gazetted next week. 

The Department of Customs recently 
made a rather important ruling regard- 
ing ships’ supplies. Several steamers 
engaged during the season of naviga- 
tion in freighting coal from Cape Bre- 
ton ports to Montreal brought over 
from England in the spring provisions 
and supplies for six months, enough to 
last until they return to the Old Coun- 
try in the fall. The question having 
been raised by the Collector of Cus- 
toms, the department has decided that 
all these extra ships’ stores are duti- 
able. 

Dr. A. R. C, Selwyn, C.M.G., ex-di- 
rector of the Geological Survey, and 
& leading authority on mineralogy, is 
just back from British Columbia. He 
traveled over the Cariboo trail to visit 
a mine that he induced English capi- 
talists to take hold of some time ago. 
“It Is an experiment,” he said, “so 
far ds gold mining operations are con- 
cerned in Canada, the object being to 
search and prove the nature of the 
sold drifts underlying the bed of lava, 
which exists in similar conditions in 
Australia and California. In these 
countries finds of this kind have prov- 
ed by far the richest of gold deposits. 
They may have to sink five or six 
hundred fet to strike the drift, but 
reasoning from scientific knowledge 
and from what is known of such finds 
in California, I regard the prospect as 
almost a certainty.” 

While pleased with the progress of 
mining in British Columbia, he holds 
that the greatest drawback to the de- 
velopment has been the wasteful ex- 
penditure of money by incapable man- 
agers, in the purchase of expensive 
plant, which in many cases is never 
used, because of the difficulty of trans- 
portation. He deprecates the crusade 
against Chinese labor. 

Director Dawson has left for Nova 
Scotia to oversee the geological work 
being carried on there by the survey 
staff.

THERE IS NO FRIGHT HERE. 


Canadian Banks are Not Importing Gold 

Owing to Any Nervousness as Ktated 

in New York Despatches. 
2.—(Special.)—The 
New York to the 
Canadian papers stating that Mont- 
real banks were withdrawing gold 
from the United States on account of 
the nervousness in the Dominion 
over the question in the 
neighboring Republik are not borne 
out by facts. On the contrary, the 
leading banks here deny that gold is 
being brought into Canada for the 
reasons given in the despatches in 
question. The general manager of the 
Bank of Montreal was found in his 
office, and’ certainly did not betray 
the slightest degree of uneasiness 
while discussing the question. 

“We have not brought any gold into 
Canada for a good while,” said Mr. 
Clouston, “and it is not probable any 
is coming fn for the reasons alleged 
in the Toronto and New York de- 
spatches. However,” concluded the 
banker, “the sound money men should 
not be too sanguine over the result of 
the Presidential campaign, as over- 
confidence might put them into a 
hole.” 

Mr. John Galt, who has lately been 
appointed manager of the Merchants’ 
Bank of Canada in New York, arrived 
in Montreal yesterday, and was like- 
wide interviewed by your Aorress 
pondent. Mr. Galt states that what- 
ever gold is being brought into Can- 
ada is certainly not for speculative 
purposes, but rather for the legiti- 
mate requirements of the Canadian 
banks, At the present season the 
banks cannot sell New York funds 
and they bring in gold at a much 
cheaper rate. A good deal of our ex- 
ports, such as cattle, butter and 
cheese, is now going forward, and 
Mr. Galt was not aware that any 
more than the ordinary quantity of 
gold was coming in. The legitimate 
requirements of the banks were con- 
siderable at midsummer, and this was 
all there was to the story of a with- 
drawal of gold by the banking Iinstt- 
tutions of Canada. 

“What is the feeling in New York 
financial circles just now?” Mr. Galt 
was asked. 

“Things,” he replied, “are at a 
standstill and little will be done until 
the election. A feeling of great un- 
certainty exists, and although the 
gold men express the greatest con- 
fidence in McKinley’s return there Is 
In spite of this fact a strong feeling 
in favor of free silver.” 

Mr. Galt also referred to the great 
combination of bankers in New York 
who had pledged themselves not to 
export gold, and these men are bring- 
ing all possible pressure upon others 
to act in the same manner, 

“And will they succeed?" asked the 
correspondent. 

“Well.” replied Mr. Galt, “I am of 
the opinion that they have a blg con- 
tract in hand, although they are do- 
ing their best to help the United 
States Government in the present fi- 
nancial difficulty.” 

Mr. Kennedy of the Bank of Nova 
Scotia, who was seen later in the 
day, said that they had brought in

Hoffman, the daughter of Lows yon 
Hoffman, a New York banker, and a 
power In Wall street. Miss von Hoft- 
man was “doing” Europe at the time, 
and after a short engagement the mar- 
riage took place abroad. They jour- 
neyed to this country, and the Marquls 
and his bride planned a great western 
trip. Both of the young people had 
large fortunes, but if de Mores had had 
the wealth of a Monte Cristo it would 
have been too small for some of the 
schemes he conceived. When they got 
as far ac Chicago the Marquis toured 
the great packing and slaughter houses. 
He discovered that the owners of these 
places had amassed miilions by kill- 
ing and dressing the cattle shipped to 
them from all quarters of the great 
west. He learned that the ranch men 
made money, the killers and dressers 
made money, and, finally, that the re 
tail bufchers made money, 

These items of information stuck in 
de Mores’ head and soon developed an 
{dea which at one time seriously 
threatened to revolutionize the ranch- 
ing, packing and butcher business. His 
scheme was to raise his own cattle, 
kill and dress it $n the ranch, ship tt 
on his own refrigerator cars to eastern 
cities, and there sell it to the con- 
sumer over his own counters in his 
own stores, To make this scheme 
national in scope he expected in Urme 
to build a complete chain of packing 
houses from the Dakotas through the 
great cattle countries to the Pacific. 
In this way he would buy up all the 
cattle in the west, as the ranchmen 
would only have a comparatively short 
distance to drive their Herds to reach 
one of his packing houses. 

This was a pretty big scheme for a 
man of 23, but the Marquis always 
went in for big things.

Photographing a Deop of Liquid. 

Prof. Worthington has been studying a 
curious phenomenon for twenty years. ‘The 
splash of a drop vcours in the twinkling of 
au eye ; yer it issan exquisitely regulated 
phenomencn, and one which yery happ‘ly 
illustrat s some of the fundamentsl proper- 
ties of the fluid. The problem which Prof. 
Worth gton had succeeded in solving is to 
let a drop of definite size fall from a fixed 
height in comparative darkness on to a sur- 
face, and to ?!luminate it by a flash of ex- 
ceedingly short duration at any stase de- 
sired, so as to exclude all the stages 
previous and subsequent to those thus 
selected. The numerous j'lustrations in 
b's volume testy to the accuracy and 
beauty of his work. The curious results 
of asplash ofa drop of murcury from a 
Leight of threo inches upon a smooth ulass 
plate are particularly interesting. Very 
soon after the first moment of 1mpact min- 
uto rays are shot out iu all directions on 
the surface with marvellous regularity. 
From theends ot the rays droplets of liquid 
aplit off. The Fquid subsides in the middle, 
and afterwards flows intoaring. Tho ring 
then d.vides in such a manner 4s to join up 
the rays in pairs. ‘Inoreafter the whole 
contracts, till the liquid rises 9 the centre, 
so as to form the beginning of the robound 
of the drop fromthe plate.  Tmmediately 
the drops at the ends of the arms br eak oll, 
while the contre miss rises into a column, 
which just falls, itself to break up into 
drops. He photographed no fewer that 30 
successive stages of the splash within tho 
twent oth of a second, so that the average 
interval between them was about the 
aix-hundred of a second. Remarkable are 
the splashes of waterdrops fling about 
sixteen inches into wi'k, but mere beau- 
t'fnl are the dome foru.s when the he'ght 
is 52 inches.

The cariers 
pay « speci! (ax on the'y business, e!thoueh 
{ cannut discover why they shov'd aay 
more than [ shor'd La taxed for me‘sing 
drawings or bul'ding houses. But siace 
the Cily Counce" honois the cavers by in- 
viting them to pay a specie! t < into the 
City Leeasv’y they shov'd e'so honor them 
by providing for them a sul'sble stand that 
would be convenient for them und the pub 
lic. I therefore resp ctfa’'y sugzest to His 
Worship “1e Mavor and City VCounc'’ the 
propriety of purcoasing the site immediate- 
ly cast of The Sun oflice on Campbell st., 
now covered with ruips which ere a dis- 
pace to the cily. Have wu neat, but inex- 
p noive, building erected on it, where the 
carters could back in their horses to be out 
of the sun und storm when not on duty. 
This is the most c-ntral location in the city 
and w"'l be convenient for al! concerned, 

If the tex now paid by the carters is not 
sufficient to pay the interest on tho invest- 
ment, I do not think there is any one 
amongst them who would object to a 
resonable increase, provided they ure given 
a suitable and convenient stand for tbem- 
selves and the public. 

We see in Torontoand other cities liveries 
on the principal streets, and when kept ina 
clean and proper condition, as they shoald 
be, nobody objects to them. In this case, I 
think the above sugyestion can Le casvied 
out with very little, ifany, exoense to the 
city, if some cnute:pristag A des nan wi"! 
tuke Lold of the matter in the rieht way. 

There is a qantity of material on’ the 
ground now which would go far towards 
putting up a respectable two story bu''ding, 
the upper nave of which could be used for a 
hall or club house, and made to pay hand- 
somely. WHI be glad to hear from others 
on this subject.

Death 


of James Meagher 


Lopg Illness, 


James Meagher, wholesale merchant, 
died at 8 o'clock last night after a long ill- 
ness. 

This announcement, although not un- 
expected, will be read with great regret by 
many peeps in Belleyille and in this 
district, who had learned, by personal 
acquaintance or by public report, to know 
the deceased as he was--a genuine Irish- 
map, who possessed the characteristic 
virtues and few of the faults of his race, 

Mr. Meagher was bern in Tipperary 
county, Ireland, seyenty years ago and 
came to Belleville about 1836, His first 
occupation here was farming on a lot just 
outside the city limits, in Thurlow. 
Thence he remoyed to Tyendinaga, where, 
after farming for some time, he became a 
school teacher, and he also studied phonag- 
raphy by Pitman’s method, of which ho 
became the first teacher in this part of the 
country. His health giving way iu this 
occupation, he came to Belleville and, in 

yartnership with his sister, the late Mrs. 
3rennan, he entered into the grocery, 
flour and feed business in a small way. 
Success attended his efforts, and after 
building up a large business he sold out 
and started a‘wholesale establishment in 
the premises on the station road which he 
ocsupied until his death. 

Mr. Meagher, as might be expected of a 
mau of his ability and straightfor wardness, 
took an active part in public affairs, and, 
despite delicate health served several years 
in the Municipal Council and on the Board 
of Health. If. was 4 very useful member 
o° both bodies and so highly were his sery- 
ies appreciated that he was ollercd election 
by acclamation for the Mayoralty, but de- 
clined, 

Mr. Meagher ulso took an interest in 
mititary matters, and when the 15th 
battalion was formed under the late Lieut.- 


Col. Archibald Ponton, No. 6 company 
was commanded by Captain James 
Meagher. His + connection with the 


battalion was not, however, of long dura- 
tion. 

Iu religion Ms. Meagher wes 4 Roman 
Matholic and in politics a Liberal. 

During the year 1875 Mr, Meagher 
ma.-icd Miss Elizabeth MeGura, in whom 
he found an amiable and thoroughly con- 
genial helpmate. Mrs. Meagher survives 
her husband. 

Deceased leaves one sister, Mrs. Me- 
Cormick, of Rochester, New York, two 
half sisters, who live at Muskegon, Michi- 
gan ; two half brothors namely John of 
Tyendinaga and William of Napanee ; and 
a niece, Mrs. M. D, Ward, of this city. 

Mr. Meagher was a good man and a 
good citizen, and he leaves an example 
which is worthy of being followed by 
future generations. Funeral to-morrow at 
10 4. m,

It is more than surmised 
circles here that there has been a sort 
of palace revolution in Russia, and 
that Prince Lobanoff, if not over- 
thrown, has been divested of his un- 
limited power as Foreign Minister, He 
has been from the beginning hand in 
glove with the German Emperor, sv 
much so as to justify the original sus~ 
picion that his appointment Was man- 
aged from Berlin. The credit for his 
defeat is now given to the Czars 
mother, who never has forgotten that 
she is a Danish Princess and who 
hates all things German. Whether 
she likes all things English is not so 
clear, But for the moment at least 
Gnglish statesmen think the way muy 
be opened for a more effective pro- 
Christian policy in the Levant. 

It is understood that between ols 
Greek, English and Danish relatives 
the young Czar has been brought to 
know the truth about Armenia ana 
Crete, and to say that Russia shall nv 
longer play the monstrous part of the 
Sultan’s supporter in these crimes 
against civilization. Upon this new 
basis, I am told, fresh negotiations 
are now proceeding among the pow- 
ers, and it is not impossible that Ger- 
many may find herself alone, or ar 
best with only Austria's lukewarm 
assent, In the position of backing up 
Turkish misrule, If all this true, 
and there are numerous indications 
that it is, then at last something can 
be done to break the shaineful dead- 
lock In the east. 

It is known that the Czar'’s health 
continues bad and that a distinct 
anxiety exists lest it may never iw- 
prove. He and his wife are coming 
westward about a month hence, visir- 
ing Vienna first. Several dates have 
been announced, but it is said that 
the exact time is still unsettled. Be- 
yond the understanding that Darm- 
stadt, Copenhagen, Berlin and lLon- 
don are also on the imperial program 
nothing is known. Paris is feverisn- 
ly excited as to its chances in this 
list, and it, is difficult, certainly, to 
sec how it can with decency be left 
out. Yet it is also obvious that the 
Parisians would make a demonstra- 
tion which would throw the whole or 
the rest of the journey Into the shade. 
For this reason it is now suggested 
that the Czar will go to all the other 
Places first, then Interpose a period of 
quiet seaside rest somewhere, perhaps 
Norway, and then make the French 
visit a thing by itself. 

Nothing is clearer about Nicholas 
than that he Is devold of military am- 
bition. His associations are not with 
soldiers and he has a strong aversion 
to the martial element In the cere- 
monials of court life. This fact makes 
it possible to view the organized dis- 
turbances In Macedonia with less ap- 
prehension than would have 
aroused a few years ago. That they 
are being produced under the aus- 
plees of the Macedonia Committee 
Which gets its money oblefly from 
Russian sources, Is nowhere doubted. 
There is a feeling, however, that if the 
Czar lives and maintains even a nomt- 
nal grip on things these mischief- 
makers will not be allowed to go to 
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Strengthens.

The exact localities of Calvary, where 
the Christ was crucified, and the tomb 
in which He lay, have gereauy interest 
ed the hosts of pilgrims w ho have vis 
ited Jerusalem for many centuries, 
The Empress Helena, mother of Col- 
siantine, visited the Holy City in A.D. 
326, with the purpose of identifying 
these spots, and tradition tells us that 
it was by means of a dream that her 
dosires were fulfilled. Her son erected 
magnificent basilica the place 
the tomb was supposed to have 

been, and, although this original edi- 
fice has long since disappeared, the 
present Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
js located where the dream of the de 
yout Empress led her to suppose were 
the tomb of the Lord and the place of 
the crucifixion, 

In this church we are surrounded by

It is located 230 feet from the summit 
of the knoll supposed to be Golgotha; 
it hewn out of the solid rock, and 
evidently was the tomb of a rich man— 
Joseph of Arimathea. It located in 
a@ garden and the whole structure of the 
toinb shows how the disciple could 
have stooped down and looked in witn- 
out entering. 

It consists of a chamber cut in the 
rock, seven feet six inches in height, 
fourteen feet, six inches long and eleven 
feet two inches wide, having alow par 
tition dividing the tomb into two parts, 
In these two parts are three recepta- 
cles for human bodies, but only one of 
these appears to have been actually 
completed, and portions of the “scale 
which was loose at the bottom of the 
receptacle that was evidently ueed, 
Was taken to the British Museum, 
where the authborites declared that ‘‘no 
body has ever decomposed in the tomb, 
if this is from the bottom of it,’’ 

There are strong evidences. that the 
Crusaders knew of this tomb. At the 
east end two crosses are inserted on the 
wall In red paint, with the letters Al- 
pha and Omega at the corners, and it 
has been ascertained that an arched 
bulkiing existed in front of the 
tomb, supposed to have been erected 
about the twelfth century. There are 
the faint outlines inscription 
which, if ever deciphered, may tell us 
how thom who, centuries ago, looked 
upon this sepulchre, regarded it. 

From what has been written certain 
inferences may fairly be drawn, namely 
that the triditional Holy Sepulchre 
cannot possibly be the true site of the 
tomb of Christ, it les within the

The first and perhaps most 
important is on the Georgie claim, 
where a tunnel 120 feet long has been 
cut in a ledge of high grade ore at a 
depth of 100 feet from the surface. 
This ore ran $40 per ton on the surface, 
and has improved 20 per cent, with 
this depth. This strike Is near the east 
end line of the Monte Cristo, and is 
in the same ledge running through 
that claim. It therefore means also 
as much to the Monte Cristo as to the 
Georgie. The second strike Is reported 
from Red Mountain, which is a claim 
situated between Cliff and Wur Wagle. 
Here ore running fairly well in gola 
has been found In a shaft down 
feet. The third strike Is on the Coxey 
claim, lying near the’ California on 
the west side of the Red Mountain. 
Good was found on this yround 
several days ago, but that just dis- 
covered runs much higher In copper, 
having about 20 per cent. of that me- 
tal and running well In gold also, In- 
tense interest and enthusiasm has been 
caused by the astonishing succession 
of important strikes made in the last 
three weeks.

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THE MAGYAR RACE. 


Origin and Development of the People oF 
Hungary. 


In connection with the Millennium 
Exhibition, Professor Vambery of the 
Buda Pesth University, delivered a 
lecture on the origin and development 
of the Magyar race, to which he has 
for many years devoted special study. 

Professor Vambery began by stating 
that there was a scarcity of trust- 
worthy historical evidence relative to 
the earliest origin of the Hungarian 
nation. Al] that was known on the 
subject had been derived from a 
Byzantine and an Arab writer. Ac- 
cording to them, the Magyars were a 
tribe of Turkish nomads, who, being 
driven from thelr own territory by the 
encroachments of thelr more powerful 
countrymen, wandered westward, and 
eventually reached Hungary by way 
of the lower Danube in response to an 
invitation of King Arnulph of Bavaria, 
who needed their military assistance 
against the Slav King of Moravia. 
For nearly a century the Magyars set 
tled in Hungary, continuing their 
primitive mode of life as warlike no- 
mads, undertakng periodical raids to 
all parts of Europe and capturing 
numerous prisoners; these they em- 
ployed in agricultural pursuits, while 
the Magyars themselves remained the 
deminant race. Toward the close of 
the tenth century the Magyars em- 
braced Christianity, and, blending in 
political body the various ethical 
which had become resident 
constituted the Hungar- 
lan nation. For centuries the Magyur 
minority continued to rule over the 
non-Magyar majority by sheer force 
of their warlike and governing charac- 
teristics. By the ald of their liberal 
institutions and the hospitality which 
they extended to foreigners they suc- 
ceeded jn maintaining their supremacy 
through all vicissitudes, From there 
Asiatle nomads the present Hungurian 
nations descended. 

Professor Vambery then went on to 
ay that Hungary had invariably form- 
ed an insurmountable barrier against 
the barbarism of the east, Had It not 
been for the stubborn resistance offer 
ed by the Christian armies of Hun 
gary to the inroads of Turkish hordes, 
the progress and civilization of west- 
ern and central Europe would have 
been retarded fer hundreds of yeare 
Indeed, it could be sald that Hungary 
had acted as the sentinel of Western 
civilization, but in consequence of its

MR. FIELDING MAKES A SPEECH, 


Wants to Promote Trade With All the 
World, Bat Particularly With Brit- 
nin and the States, 
Shelburne, N.S., Aug. 5.—After Hon. 
W. S. Fielding, Finance Minister in 
Premier Laurier’s Cabinet, had been 
declared elected by acclamation this 
afternoon,he addressed a lage gather- 
ing of electors on the leading public 
questions, He said it had never been 
his practice in dealing with the elec 
tors to endeavor to please them by 
lavish promises. “Slow to promise,and 
Sure to peiform,”’ was, he thought, a 

g00d motto for men in public hfe. 
One question in particular had long 
occupied a foremost place in thelr 
minds, and that wae the question af 
railway extension. While most of the 
counties of the provinee enjoyed the 
benefit of railway extension in some 
degree—some of these, perbaps only in 
avery small degree—it was a Striking 
fact that the CounUes of Shelburne and 
Quien’s Were totally without railway 
comunication. He was glad to be able 
to assure them that one rallway en- 
tirpiise, of great importance to one 
of the counties, was likely to be vigor 
Ously carried on.

WORTH REMEMBERING. 


The trade returns for the last fiscal year 
are now completo, and are interesting, 
since they close the regime of the Conserv- 
ative Government in Canada, In 1879 
the exports were $71,491,255, and the im- 
ports $51,964,427. The aggregate trale 
of the last fiscal yoar was $228,728,312, as 
compired with the aggregate of 1879, 
totalling $153,455,682, showing a gain of 
$75,282,630 for the period in which tho 
National Policy was in vogue. 

The export trade for 1895-95 was better 
than any year since Confederation, except 
1893, when the exports reached $118,504,- 
352. 

The Customs revenue also shows a bet- 
terment forthe past year. The revenuo 
was $20,172,778, as agaiost $17,880,622 
for the preceding year. 

As the Montreal Commercial G zette 
says, the Conservative party can, by oven 
its bitterest critics, be given due applause 
for having left the record it has done upon 
trade statistics, through a total gain over 
$75,000,000 since the Conservatives were 
in power.

The Modern Way. 

It is a lesson to most farmers to 
go into the crowded city and see how 
much use is made of small plots of land 
that they would consider not worth 
anything, We have seen grape vines 
trained up beside houses but a little 
distance from them, when all the land 
they could use was comprised in a few 
square feet. The trellises were made as 
high, or nearly as high, as the build- 
ing, and most of the frult was on the 
upper portions,.out of reach of the 
passersby on the street. The finest 
grapes are thus grown, and they are 
earlier by several days than on trellises 
away from buildings. In the country, 
if the kitchen is on the south side 
of the house, a trellis with grape vine 
should be put four or five feet away, 
to protect the kitchen from sunshine, 


Vainting Parm Bulldings. 

It may be sald that the most durable 
pigment that can be used in painting 
barn buildings Is a good quality of red 
«xide of tron, It may be bought in a 
dry state and mixed carefully with 
pure raw linseed oll to a quite thin 
(itke good cream) consistency. When 
about to apply it, add a tablespoonful 
of good liquid Japan drier to each 
quart of paint. Brush well into the 
Wood ,and after drying a few days, 
give a second coat, which will be suf- 
ficlent. Pine knots will not show 
through this paint. Paint Is always 
better for standing for two or three 
days before applying. But do not add 
any drier until) ready to use. 


Producer and Consumer, 

Getting close to the consumer, just 
as far as this Is practicable, will do 
much to solve the question of profit in 
farming. The grower of the big staple 
crops cannot do this as well as the 
epectalist, who may thus avold some of 
the middieman’s charges, which always 
come out of the producer. The market 
gardener, or the poultry raiser. In lo- 
calitles adjacent to large towns or cit- 
les, can often build up a profitable 
trade direct with families. But this 
requires forethought, good judgment, 
careful selection of attractive produce, 
Integrity in dealing and persistent ef- 
fort.

Thinning Out Garden Crops. 

Few practices are more profitable 
than thinning out garden crops. If 
the knowledge of the proper sowing of 
seeds was more widely prevalent no 
thinning out would be needed, but so 
many persona sow the seeds fearing 
that numbers will fall to grow, and 
therefore many more seeds are used 
than is necessary. But sometimes all 
these superfluous seeds grow, in whieh 
case it Is desirable that they should 
be thinned. Not only do the vegetable 
plants grow larger under these cir- 
cumstances, but in many cases they 
come eariler into use,—Rural World, 


Seedlings From. Grafted Trees, 

Seedlings from the fruit of grafted 
trees not produce the grafted va-~ 
ritey. Usually they revert to other 
fruit, which it Inferlor to that of the 
tree from which the seed was taken, 
but occasionally a specimen may de 
velop which will produce even better 
frult than its parent. Grafting simply 
perpetuates the variety of the tree 
from which the graft is taken. There 
Is hardly any more Interesting and 
fascinating subject than that of raising 
seedlings, but the chances of raising 
anything better than already exists 
are infinitesimally small.—Amertcan 
Agriculturist.

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NO USE VOR YANKEE SILVER. 


Montreal Rankers Say There is Plenty of 
the Camadiau Article for All Purposes. 


Montreal, Aug. 6.—(Special.)—The 
bankers of Montreal, so says Mr. Chip- 
man of the olearing house, will soon 
take prompt action regarding Amerti- 
can silver on this side of the line, It 
appears to be the intention of the 
banks to refuse not only the silver, 
but silver certificates as well. The 
theory that American silver coin Is 
necessary for trade purposes is ex- 
ploded by the fact that the vaults of 
the banks of Montreal are full of 
Canadian silver, and the Montreal 
bankers affirm that the annual sum 
of $100,000 coined by the Canadian 
Government is quite sufficient for pur- 
poses of trade and consequently there 
is no need of the American article, It 
is held that of the total amount of 
silver in circulation here, no less than 
twenty per cent, of it is American, 
and it now appears to be time to rid 
the Dominion of this foreign nuisance.

The longer I live the 
more I beileye in blood—good blood, 
bad blood, proud blood, humble blvood, 
honest blood, thieving blood, heroic 
blood, cowardly blood. The tendency 
may skip a generation or two, but it 
is sure to come out, as in a little ch 1d 
you sometimes see a similarity to a 
great-grandfather whose picture hanxs 
on the wall. @hat the physical and 
mental and moral qualities are inier- 
{table is patent to any one who keeps 
his eyes open. The similarity is 
Striking sometimes as to be amusing. 
Great families, regal or Hterary, are apt 
to have the characteristics all down 
through the generations, and what is 
more perceptible in such families may 
be seen on a smaller scale in all fan: 
ilies, A thousand years have no power 
to obliterate the difference. The large 
lip of the house of Austria Is seen in 
all the generations and is called the 
Hapsburg lip. The house of Stuart 
always means in all generations cruelty 
and bigotry and sensuakKty. Witness 
Queen of Scots, witness Charles I. and 
Charles II., witness James I. and Jaines 
Il. and all the other scoundrels of) Uiat 
line: Scottish blood means persistence, 
English blood means reverence for the 
ancient, Welsh blood means religiosity, 
Danish blood means fondness for the 
sea, Indian blood means roaming dis 
position, Celtic blood means fervidity, 
Roman blood means conquest, The 
Jewish facility for accumulation you 
may trace clear back to Abraham, cf 
whom the Bible says, “he was rich in 
silver and gold and cattle,” and to Is 
aac and Jacob, who had the same 
characteristics. Some families are 
characterized by longevity, and they 
have a tenacity of life positively Me- 
thuselish. Others are characterized 
by Gollathlan stature, and you can see 
it for one generation, two generations, 
five generations—in all the genera- 
tions.

The cele- 
brated family of the Medici, grand- 
father, son and Catherine, all remark 
able for keen intellect. The celebrated 
family of Gustavus Adolphus, all war- 
riors This law of heridity asserts it- 
sel€ without reference to social or 
litical condition, for you sometmes fina 
the ignoble in high place and the hon 
ordble In obscure place. A descendant 
of Idward I. a tollgatherer. A de 
scendant of Edward III. a doorkesper. 
A descendant of the Duke of North 
umberland a trunkmaker. Some of the 
mightiest families of England are ex- 
tinct, while some of those most hon | 
ored in the peerage go back to an an- |

Tremulous volces from the past 
accosted you until they were seemingly 
audible, and you looked around to sve 
who spoke. There was an estate not 
mentioned in the last will and testa: 
ment, a vast estate of prayer and 
holy example and Christian entreaty 
and glorious memory. The survivors 
of the family gathered to hear the will 
read, and this was to be kept and that 
was to be sold, and It was “share ond 
share allke.”"

I bequeath 
to them the wish that they may avold 
my errors and copy anything that may 
have been worthy, In the name of God, 
who made me, and the Christ, who re- 
deemed me, and the Holy Ghost, who 
sanctifies me, I make thix my last will 
and testament. Witness all you hosts 
of heaven, Witness time, witness eter 
nity. Signed, sealed and delivered in 
this our dying hour. Father nd 
Mother.” You did not get that vill 
proved at the surrogate’s office, but I 
take it out to-day and TI read {it to you, 
I take it out of the alcoves of 
heart. I shake the dust off ft, | 
if you will accept that inheritance 
will you break the will? f 

Oh, ye of Christian 
Nave a responsibility vast beyond 
measurement. God will not let you 
off with just being as good as ordinary 
people when you had such extraordin 
ary advantage Ought not a flower 
Planted In a hothouse be more thrifty 
than a flower planted outside in the 
storm ? Ought not a factory turned by 
the Housatonic do more work than a 
factory turned by a thin and shallow 
mountain stream Ought not you of 
great. early opportunity be better than 
those who had a cradle unblessed?

Last March William Armstrong of 
Huntley township rented out his fine 
farm there und left with his family 
for North Dakota, where he expected 
to do better. After putting in a hard 
summer he has returned, and is now 
hugging himself with joy for not hay- 
ing sold out his old He 
says the wheat crop in the Glasston 
district of North Dakota will scarcely 
average five bushels to the acre, The 
day he left there a farmer was draw- 
ing oats five miles to an elevator, 
Where he sold them for seven cents a 
bushel, Barley was bringing only 11 
cents and wheat 42. Armstrong tells 
4 touching story of hardships of the 
North Dakota farmers. 

The brewing interests of Nova Sco- 
tin are moving to have the way made 
easier for the introduction of provin- 
cial ales into the market of St. Pierre- 
Miquelon. They contend that under 
a proper interpretation of the treaty 
with France Canadian ales would se- 
cure more favorable tariff treatment 
in these French possessions on the 
Newfoundland coast than is at pre- 
sent accorded. The brewers are confi- 
dent that a considerable export trade 
could be done if the tariff were modi- 
fied, but they contend that the terms 
of the commercial treaty with Canada 
are being interpreted at St. Plerre by 
French authorities with a view to dis- 
couraging any importations that might 
lessen the consumption of light wines 
and other liquors imported froin 
France. It is belleved that repre- 
sentations will be made through the 
proper channels to the Government of 
France in conformity with the re- 
quest of the Noya Scotia brewers, 
Should this means fall to secure them 
more liberal treatment in French pos- 
sessions, the brewing interests will 
probably agitate for a modification of 
the treaty In this regard, 

It is not likely that the sedate pre- 
cincts of the Senate will be disturbed 
by any such general change of seats 
as will characterize new arrangements 
in the lower chamber, Possibly Hon. 
hk. W. Scott, the Liberal leader in the 
Senate, will cross the floor and take 
a seat on the right of the Speak- 
er, erstwhile occupied by Sir 
Mackenzie sowell and his pre- 
decessors in the Government 
leadership.

heads secured in their warlike forays. One 
of their chiefs, when about to be executed 
by the Chinese, said: ‘*I have no fear 
of death ; I have taken 94 heads and only 
wanted six more to make the hundred.” 

They call themselves Actas ; they are 
active, very dark, woolly, small-headed, 
and average only four feet and seyen inches 
in height. 

They are distinct from any other grown 
people, Though so tiny, they are very 
muscular, using with ease bows which thie 
strongest white man cannot string. They 
are wouderful runners, and their senses are 
astonishingly acute. ‘They distinguish by 
their odor fruits hidden in the thick foliage 
of the jungle, and recognize by smell only 
from what flowers the bees have gathered 
honey. 

The dwarfs are supposed to have been 
the earliest inhabitants of the Malay 
Archipelago. They invented canves the 
nautical qualities of which have astonished 
English sailors. Eventually they became 
widely scattered over the seas of that part 
of the world and on the mainland as well. 

Bigger and stronger people gradually 
droye out and killed off these pigmies, who 
now are fous. occupying the interior of 
some of the largest islands, finding a re- 
fuge among the mountains, while the 
plains and coastal regions are inhabited by 
lntrudiny; races. ‘his is true of Luzon, 
the largest member of the group of Philip- 
pines. ‘he dwarfs were found there by 
the first Spanish settlors as well as in the 
interior of the four other principal islands. 

They will have nothing to do’ with the 
Spanish, Malay or Chinese inhabitants, 
wand intrusion upon their territory is vigor- 
ously resented, Armed as they are with 
poisoned arrows, the slightest scratch from 
which means dexth, they are well able to 
defend thomselves. There are parts of 
Luzon itt which no white mau dares to set 
foot, and some of the smaller isles of the 
group remain to this day unexplored for 
the same reason, 

The dwarfs trade to somo extene with 
Chinese peddiers, but ina very poculiar 
fashion, ‘Cho poripatotic merchant deposits 
money in a designated spot and goes away 
to a distance, In return for it the savages 
leave in the same place such merchandise 
as rare guins, fine woods and the leaves 
and roots of valuable plants, which the 
peddlar is ablo to dispose of in the cities at 
a great prolit. They are scrupulously 
honest and even liberal in their dealings. 

The chains of hills or belts of jungle 
must not be crossed without formal in: 
Vitation or special permission, Occasion- 
ally violations of this law cause bloody 
fights. The Little Negroes are the smallest 
people in the world, with the exception, 
iris of the Congo, who are said to 
average only 4 feet 24 inches in height. 

Owing to tho extreme wildness of those 
little people and the difficulty of approach- 
ing them, they hayes never been studied to 
any extent. 

Formosa is a part of the groat archipela 
go which includes the Philippines, long 
possessed and misgoyerned by Spain. The 
soil is bursting with fatness, and nowhere 
is « finer quality of tea produced. It is a 
pineapple country, and a beautiful fibre is 
obtained from the leaves of that plant. 
The eastern half of the island is covered 
with jungles, in which grows tho valuable 
crooper called rattan, —Cloveland * Leader.’

Tho 
greatost and most common enemy to per- 
manency in roadmaking is insuflicient 

drainage. Under drainage in the making 
of roads is almost ontiraly overlooked in 
Ontario, and yet itis one of the first re- 
quisites ; for it is by this means 4 firm 
foundation is secured. Instead of trying 
to cover up or soak the water in the road- 
bed, make drains that will carry the water 
away. Farmers should do away with the 
deep side ditches and use tile to obtain sub- 
drainage. Mako use of every natural 
watercourse to obtain an outlet, and do not 
éarry over a hill by the side of a road any 
nicre water than that which naturally falls 
on the-surface of the hill, The surface of 
the road shoutd be drained and the water 
prevented from penetrating the roadbed. 
To this end the travelled part of the road- 
way should be crowned or rounded up, 
made and kept perfectly hard and smooth 
80 as to shed the water to the side gutters. 
These side gutters are shallow, open 
ditches and should, like the underdrains, 
have outlets as often as practicable. 
Machinery is also needed in the making 
of a good road, and a heayy roller should 
also be used.

The way to make a clear, fleckless 
ruby of one’s glass is to carefully steto 
and pick over the frult, put In a large 
porcelain-lined jelly kettle, with just 
enough water to keep the fruit from 
burning, and let it simmer gently until 





the burst and the juice flows 
freely. the jelly bag (of flannel 
hang ladle In the frult to let it 
drip interference, Sometimes 
the skins clog bottom of the 
bag and a wooden or a silver spoon 
may be used to dip out these skins 

When the juice has all dripped out-—- 
some few drops will be lost by not 
squeezing the bag, but these must be 
sacrificed to the beauty of the jelly— 
dip It back Into the kettle, which must 
have been well washed In the interim, 
using a cup for the purpose, 

For each cup of juice, add a cup of 
the best granulated sugar, and this 
must not be stinted, because uDless 
there is plenty of sugar the whole must 
boll a long time before coming to a 
jelly, and the shorter the time Involved 
in the whole process the better for the 
appearance of the conserve. If the fruit 
is very ripe ten minutes is generally 
enough time for the boiling, which 
should be fairly vigorous, the refuse 
thrown off being carefully skimmed off 
as it rises. A saucer get In a little Ice 
water should be close at hand, and 
every few minutes a few drops of the 
juice poured into it to test its condl- 
tion, 

As soon as {jt shows definite signs of 
Jellying lift off the kettle. A pan of 
hot water set beside it should con- 
tain the jelly glasses, which, treated 
in this way, will not crack when the 
hot jelly is ladled in, Set the glasses 
away to cool over night. Screw on 
the covers next day and keep In a dark 
cool place.

Obedience to Kightful Authority. 

A bit of candy or a cake, surreptl- 
tlously given to a child, from whom 
these unnecessary articles are usually 
kept, not only disturbs the stomach— 
that would be the least part of it— 
but suggests a course of conduct which 
is unlimited in its possibilities of evil, 
for a luxury, harmless and even ad- 
vantageous in itself, given in disregard 
of rightful authority, becomes an evil. 
Reverence for law, obedience to right 
ful authority, are most necessary in 
these days of independence, and any- 
thing which disturbs such reverence 
and obedience, however harmless in it- 
self, should be scrupulously avoided 
So far as an outsider is concerned pa- 
rental rules for the child are absolutely 
inflexible, and obedience to his father’s 
and mether’s directions should be 
made as easy as possible to him. A 
similar principle should be recognized 
In regard to teachers, Parents are 
too careless in speaking disrespectfully 
of school rules before their children, A 
mistake in method of discipline is not 
Ilkely to be so mischievous tm its re- 
sults as a spirit of rebellion against 
authority nourished In the child's 
heart. Discussion of teachers and their 
measures should be held in private; 
if they are thoroughly wrong the 
child should be removed from the 
school; if on the whole geod, the er- 
rors should be excused.—Mrs, Lyman 
Abbott in August Ladles' Home Jour- 
nal.

The Care of Children's

Mo Will Investigate Along With Mr, La- 


bouchere and Others the Doings of 


Cecil Rhodes and the Chartered Com- 


pany—A Mope That the Imperial Mouse 


Committce May be Able fo Enlarge and 


Extend the Good Feeling Now Existing 


Between Uritain and the Transvaal, 


New York, Aug, 9.—Mr. Ford cables 
from London; The committee of 15 ap- 
pointed to Investigate South African 
affairs in general, and Cecil Rhodes 
and the Chartered Company in partl 
cular, js falrly representative, and will 
probably stand. Threats are made that 
Mr. Laboucheére's appointment will be 
challenged on account of his flerce hos- 
tility to Rhodcs, but it will be an un- 
usual and extreme measure for hig op. 
ponents to object to his service for 
that reason. The Parllamentary com- 
mittee is supposed to represent all 
sections of opinion in the Commons, 
and Mr, Labouchere is an exponent of 


the most critical and hostile opponents 
of Rhodes, and is entitled to serve. It 


is not likely that the Commons will 
adopt the unprecedented course of 
displacing him, nor will the Irish 


members object seriously to Mr. Blake's 
appointment as thelr representative. 
He is not a Redmondite, nor a Healy- 
ite,but he is connected with the largest 
section of Nationalists, and is well 
adapted for committee work, having 
a peculiar talent for the examination 
of witnesses and the conduct of a legal 
enquiry. As an orator and debater, 
Mr. Blake has disappointed hie friends. 
but he js among the best committee- 
men in the House of Commons. This 
committee will not be likely to turn 
over much new soll in its investiga- 
tion. 

The facts are now well known, and 
merely require to be re-stated with 
the authority of Parliament. The 
chief function of the committee will be 
to satisfy the just demands of the 
Boers upon the British sense of jus- 
tice and right, and thereby lead to the 
reconciliation of the two racés upon 
whose co-operation the future welfare 
of South Africa depends. Whether 
Jameson and his gentleman raiders eat 
Prison rations and enjoy hours of ele- 
fant indolence in jail is a matter of 
slight importance in comparison with 
the real problems in South Africa, af- 
fecting the relations of antagonistlo 
and suspicious races. and the methods 
of dealing with and utilizing the na- 
tives.

The total deaths directly attri- 
butable to the heat from Tuesday of 
last week until yesterday are 76. 

St. Louls, Mo., Aug. 10.-—There is no 
abatement in the frightful heat from 
which this city has suffered during 
the past ten days. Yesterday, accord- 
ing to the Government reports, St. 
Louls was the hottest city in the 
United States, the oficial temperature 
being registered at 09 degrees, Re- 
liable surface thermometers regis- 
tered 104, There were 49 cases of heat 
prostration reported to the health au- 
thorities in the past 24 hours, or 
these nine were fatal. Deaths from the

A STOKM AT SAGINAW.

Many Bulldings Were Unroofed 
Electric Light Towers Blown 
Dewn-Loss $100,000, 
Saginaw, Mich,, Aug. 10.—A terribly 
destructive wind and electrical storm 


swept over this city about o'clock 
this morning. The spire of the Jeffer- 
son Church, 100 feet high, was struck 
by lightning and levelled to the 
gi1ound and a portion of the edifice 
was unroofed. The works of the Bart- 
lett Machine and Illuminating Com- 
pany were unrcofed and the power- 
house of the Union Street Railway 
Company suffered in like manner. 
Erd's Piano Factory, Wickes’ Bros.’ 
Boiler Shop, Melz, Smart & Co.'s 
warehouse, Palmerton's Woodenware 
Works, the Saginaw Basket Factory 
and Bliss & Van Aughen’s Mill were 
unroofed or otherwise damaged. Hun- 
dreds of chimneys were blown down 
and thousands of trees uprooted and 
lumber piles scattered. The Vincent 
Hetel was struck by lightning and 
slightly damaged, and John Peterson's 
residence was struck and destroyed. 
Nine electric light towers were blown 
down.

YELLOW JACK IN CUBA, 


Over Two Thousand Persons Sick in the 
Hospitals ef the Island. 
Havana, Aug. 10.—A Government 
force under command of Gen. Godoy, 
while conveying a supply train from 
Minas to Guayamaro, was attacked 
three times by 2000 rebels under Ave- 
line Rosas, Each time, according to 
Gen, Godoy, the insurgents were re- 
pulsed with a total loss in the three 
figdts of 19 killed The Spaniards 
lost four killed. and two captains, a 
lieutenant and 23 privates wounded. 
Capt.-Gen. Weyler has announced his 
Intention of decorating all the mem- 
bers of the column who took part in 
the “brilllant action” at Guatao in 
February last. The “brilliant action” 
at Guatao, for participation in which 
decorations are to be conferred on the 
Spanish officers and men, occurred on 
Keb. 22. The town is only seven miles 
from Havana. A detachment of Span- 
ish troops who were pursuing a small 
band of rebels from Punta Brava en 
tered Guaétao after the rebels had 
passed through it on their retreat, and 
murdered 22 non-combatants, among 
whom were some Spaniards, sick men, 
and a number of boys. The “brilliant 
action was, according to accounts 
from several different sources, simply 
a& massacre of defenceleas persons who 
had nothing to do with the rebellion 
Over 10,000 sick soldiers are in the 
various military hospitals. Of this num- 
ber 2200 are suffering with yellow fever.

DID 20 MEEYV DEATH ? 





A Disastrous Fire in New York Explosions 
Cut OM All Possible Means 
of Escape. 


New York, Aug. 11,—It Is believed that 
about 20 persons were burned to death In 
a tire which broke out shortly before 3 
o'clock this afternoon in the six-storey brick 
building at 465 and 467 Greeuwk street, 
occupled by the A. K. Warren Electrical 
Works. What caused the fire Is not kaow h, 
but a few minutes after the outbreak sey- 
eral explosions occurred, which cut off the 
escape of many of those In the building.

Dr, Pressey left a hard winter of work 
and study in Cambridge to come to 
Islesboro, and he brought ‘with him 
his yacht Mallard, for a crulse “bout 


the bay with Mr, Brown and his 
daughter. The Browns stayed at the 


hotel and the Presseys were in a cot- 
tage on the shore front, north of the 
hotel and the steamer pier. 

Yesterday afternoon all the resi- 
dents along Penobscot Bay were treat- 
ed to Gn unusually severe electrical 
storm. Miss Brown was in the Pres 
Sey cottage passing the afternoon, and 
the rest of the family were at the 
hotel. In the Pressey cottage there 
were four other persons, Dr, Pressey, 
his mother, his brother Frank, and a 
servant, Margie Bissell. They were in- 
doors, but had no reason to fear the 
shower, and went about preparing a 


light lunch. Dr. Pressey was mak- 
ing a lemonade with the wooden 
squeezer, Mrs, Pressey, . her son 


Frank, and Margie Bissell were in the 
dining room in the front part of the 
house, Dr, Pressey and Miss Brown 
were in the living room, adjoining and 
opening out of the front of the house 
by a wide door. 

As the shower appeared to grow in 
intensity, Miss Brown became timid. 
She stood by the table and Dr. Pres- 
sey stood beside with the lemon 
fqueezer in the right hand. As she 
expressed some terror at such a bril- 
Ijant display of lightning he threw his 
right arm about her shoulders to re- 
assure her. 

fhile Dr. Pressey and his betrothed 
wéte thus conversing, the air was 
suddenly filled with a dreadful Name, 
the house and all about it were shake 
en by the deafening crash, every inch 
of air seemed to be crammed with 
blaze and noise. When the first shock 
had cleared away Dr. Pressey lay on 
the floor, while over him kneeled the 
distracted girl to whom he had just 
been offering assurances of safety, try- 
ing with bare hands to beat ont the 
flames that burned his cle#iing. 

Dr. Pressey had died instantly on 
the striking of the bolt. The lightning 
had struck the right hand, which lay 
as a shelter on the shoulder of Miss 
Brown, and which also clutched the 
lemon squeezer. This latter instru- 
fhent was crushed to spHnters by the 
contact. The lightning struck the 
back of the young man's head and 
ran down hisarm. Then jit went into 


his right side and then to his left, 
leaving a bright red mark on his 


breast,and passed out of the body near 
the heart, which it stilled forever, The 
flame of the fluid must have been in- 
tense, for it burned the hair and eye- 
brows on the body severely. 

Without doubt the presence of Dr. 
Pressey’s arm on his fiance's shoulder 
saved her life. The shattered house 
Was @ sorry sight. The lightning had 
wholly perforated its évery part. and 
signs of its terrific force were to be 
seen everywhere. In the kitchen, the 
cooking utensils were piled up in dis- 
orderly heaps and punctured through 
and through by the electricity, while 
every joint of the building seemed to 
be wrenched apart. 

Large kettles in the kitohen 
bored through as if by a steel pro- 
jectile and from one side of the house 
to the other passed an enormous bolt 
which, measured by the hole it made, 
must have been several Inches jn 
diameter, The ledge on which the 
house stands was struck by the de- 
parting lightning, which cut a plece 
a9 large as a washbow!] out of the solid 
rock. The other occupants of the bulld- 
ing were affected by the shock, which 
deafened all of them for many hours.

and silver are linked together by law 
at a fixed ratio, and any person or 
persons owning any quantity of either 
metal can have the same converted 
Into full legal tender money. If the 
creditor has the right to choose the 
metal In which payment shall be made 
K& is reasonable to suppose that he will 
require the debtor to pay In the dearer 
metal, if there is any perceptible dif- 
ference between the bullion values of 
the metals. 

This new demand, creating a dearer 
metal, will make that metal dearer 
still, while the decreased demand for 
the cheaper metal will make that me- 
tal cheaper still. 

If on the other hand the debtor ex- 
ercises the option, it Is reasonable to 


suppose that he will pay in the cheap- 
er metal, if one metal is perceptibly 
cheaper than the other; but the de- 
mand thus created for the cheaper ine- 
tal will raise its price, while the less- 
ened demand for the dearer metal will 
lower its price. In other words, when 
the creditor has the option, the metals 
are drawn apart; whereas when the 
debtor has the option the metals are 
held together. Society is therefore in- 
terested in having the option exer- 
cised by the debtor. Indeed, there 
can be no such thing as real bi-metal- 
lism, unless the option is exercised by 
the debtor. The right of the debtor to 
choose the coin in which payment shall 
be made extends to obligations from 
the Government as well as to con- 
tracts between Individuals. A Govy- 
ernment obligation is simply a debt 
due from all the people to one of the 
people, and it is impossible to justify 
a policy which makes the interests of 
the one person who holds the obliga- 
tion superior to the rights of the many 
who must be taxed to pay it. 

It js assumed by some that green- 
backs and treasury notes are respon- 
sible for the recent drain upon the 
gold reserve; but Mr. Bryan denied 
this and declared that the true cause 
was that they were redeemed at tle 
option of the holder of the notes and 
not at the option of the Government. 
and it is impossible to estimate the 
amount which may hereafter be issued 
if this policy Is continued. The Bank 
of France exercises the right to re- 
deem all bank paper in either gold or 
silver, and yet France maintains (he 
parity between gold and silyer at the 
ratio of 15 1-2 to 1, and retains in clr- 


culation more silver per capita than 
we do in the United States. 

There is an actual necessity for bi- 
metallism, as well as theoretical de- 
fenve of it. The restoration of bi- 
metallism in the United States will 


take away from gold just so much of 
its purchasing power as was added to 
it by the demonetization of silver by 
the United States. The silver dollar 
is now held up to the old dollar by 
legal tender laws and not by redemp- 
tion In gold, because the standard sil- 
ver dollar is now redeemable in gold,

Ottawa, Aug 14.—(Special,)—From 
present appearances Mr. Laurier 1s not 
having a very casy task In selecting a 
Minister of the Interlor. Mr, Sifton, 

| Attorney-General for Manitoba, is sul 

| in the city, and it is generally conceded 
| that he would make an excellent Min- 
ister of the Interior, but the course 
seemingly is not quite clear for Mr, 

Laurier. The Manitoba Liberals ap- 
pear to be divided into factions, one 
set pulling agginst the other, Strong 
influence has been brought to bear on 


Mr. Laurier in favor-of Joe Martin, 
and it is possible that even yet the 
Premier may have to take him, al- 


though Mr, Martin will be a bitter pill 
for the party to swallow. While there 
are not a few who admire Mr, Mar- 
tin'’s belligerency, yet generally he ts 
detested on account of his boorishness 
and uncouthness of manner; and 
while the officikN Liberals regrettcd the 
loss of a seat for Winnipeg, yet there 
were not a few who rejoiced that Joe 
Martin was out of the House. 

The Government organ here gives 
currency to the rumor that Mr, Sif- 


ton’s business here is connected with 
the school question, and that there 1s 
no immediate prospect of him or any 
one else being taken into the Govern- 
ment as Minister of the Interior. 

So far as the Manitoba scho6) ques- 
tion is concerned, the matter has not 
been taken up officially by the Gov- 
ernment, although there have been In- 
formal talks amongst the Ministers. The 
question, however, cannot be staved 
oft very long, as immediately Parlia- 
ment meets explanations will be asked 
of the” Government, and an endeavor 
made to elicit the pollcy they intend to 
pursue, 

The Department of Customs has had 
prepared a form of application for per- 
mission to import bicycles (mot new) 
when brought Into Canada by tourists 
or others. The new regulation applies 
to cyclists who may come from Eu- 
rope and who are not consequently 
members of the L.A.W. In the case 
of members of the League of Ameri- 
can Wheelmeén, no money deposit Is re- 
quired when a bicyclist brings his 
wheel into the country. All that he Is 
required to do Is to deposit his L.A.W. 
certificate at the nearest Custom 
House. In the case of tourists, either 
from Europe or the United States, if 
they be not members of the L.A.W. 
a deposit Is exacted equal to the 
amount of duty upon the retail price of 
the bicycle. The new permit just out 
has to be filled up by the tourist, and 
when his wheel is re-manifested out 
of the country the amount deposited 
on it is refunded to the party who may 
have brought the wheel into Canada. 

Great interest is being manifested 
here in the result of the North Grey 
election. Many Liberals have wonder- 
ed how it came about that Mr. Lau- 
rier chose Mr. Paterson as a mémber 
of his Government, when there were 
other good men available who had 
been fortunate enough to secure elec- 
tion on 23rd June. Among those were 
Mr. Lister, Mr. McMullen and Mr. 
William Gibson. It will be observed 
that The Globe has taffied these gen- 
tlemen since the elections, and held 
out the hope that a portfollo will be 
theirs ‘“‘some day."’ Mr. Lister, it ts 
said, was very wrathy that he was 
turned down for Mr. Paterson, but 
what helped the present Controller of 
Customs was the fact that he was a 
business man, and it was to minimize

IMPERIAL HOUSE PROROGUED. 


The Queen's Specch Kefers to the Soudan 
Expedition and the Kebellion tn 
Matabelcland—Indian Affatra. 


London, Aug, 14.—The Queen's 
Speech proroguing Parliament was de- 
livered to the House of Commons at 
6.15 o'clock this afternoon. The speech 
says: 

“My relations with the powers con- 
tinue to be friendly. 

“The hostile movements of the Der- 
vishes in the Valley of the Nile against 
the positions occupled by Italy east of 
that river convinced me that it was 
necessary for Egypt to take steps to- 
wards arresting thelr advance, By my 
advice and sanction an expedition hag 
undertaken to réstore to the Govern- 














ment of the Khedive, as far as Don- 
sola, the territory which was lost a 
decade ago. The operations of the 


expedition are proceeding, and by the 
brilllant action at Ferket a large pro- 
portion of the territory has already 
been recovered, 

‘The condition of portions of Tur- 
key continues to cause anxiety, and 
at present Crete is the principal cen- 
tre of the disturbances, I hive observ- 
ed strict neutrality, but. in conjunc- 
tion with the powers, I endeavored to 
reconcile the contestants by proposing 
& system of government which should 
be equally acceptable to Christians and 
Mussulmans 

“I regret that a serious rebellion.sig- 
nalized with cruel murders, has bro- 
ken out In Matabeleland, the rising 
having extended into Mashonaland. 
The work of defence and repression 
has been undertaken, the settlers dis- 
Playing great courage. They have 
Since been reinforced by Imperial and 
other troops.” 

The speech referred to the Matabele 
country, and expresses hope that the 
rebels wil] shortly accept the clemency 
which has been offered to them 

Referring to the matter of the delim- 
itatlon of the Indian frontier. the 
speech says that the agreements be- 


tween the Shah of Persin and the 
Ameer of Afghanstan upon the sub- 
ject are friendly to the Chitrals Re- 
lief garrisons sent to Chitral have re- 
celyed the co-operation of the tribes- 
men, 

Her Majesty expressed her thanks 
to the House of Commons for their 
provisions and services for the year, 
and concluded by saying that she has 
given her consent, with pleasure, to the 
measures for naval defences, for less- 
ening the agricultura|] taxes. for the 
protection of the cattle Import from 
disease, and measures for various 
other purposes, including the Irish 
land Bill

BODY IN A CESSPOOL, 


Woman With Mur- 
dering Her Invalid Husband. 


Charged 


A Hard-Working Kalttroad 
Whose Health Had Broken Down, Was 


of Mts Wit 


Carpenter, 


Lelt to the Care and, Not 
Having Been Seen Since September, the 
Netghbors Became Suspictous—tnvestt 
gation In Her Cellar Led to the Ghustly 


Discovery. 


New York, Aug. 14.—Mrsa, Phebe 
Wilson, an old resident of Flushing, 
L.I,, was arrested yesterday on suspi- 
cion of having murdered her invalid 
hucband and hidden his remains in a 
cellar cesspool for many months,

aftor the discovery of the badly 
posed body which, headless and almost 
fleshless, was found in a noisome pool 
under her kitchen. She dented 
stoutly at firgt, afterward hysterically, 
but the evidence against her seemed so

strong that no hesitation was mani- 
fested in taking her into custody, and 
all formalities were waived. 


The crime, if crime it be, Is the most 
brutal and cold-blooded in’ the his- 
tory of that district. 

Edward Wilson, a hard-working rall- 
road carpenter, after over forty years’ 
toll, rendered helpless by acute iInflam- 
matory rheumatism, became depend- 
ent upon the poor bounty of his wife, 
whom he had supported to the best of 
his ability. 

He was carried back to his home in 
September last, after he had been 
obliged to give up his position on the 
New York & Northern Railroad on ac- 
count of his physical disability, His 


wife received him coldly and made no 
attempt to conceal her annoyance ut 
having to provide for him during the 
remainder of his natural days. How- 
ever, she took him In and allowed it 
to be understood by her townsmen that 
she would take care of hinivas best 
she could. 

The day Edward Wilson was lifted 
into the dingy little two-storey frame 
house at No. 94 Pine-street, that day 
he disappeared from the face of the 
earth. Never since has he been seen 
by any of his kind, save only his wife, 
until yesterday, when his mutilated 
body was dragged from the black water 
of his own cellar by Inspector Roff, 

Rightly to undtrstand the enormity 
of the murder of which she is suspect- 
ed, it must be borne in mind that Mrs. 
Wilson is about 55 years of age, had 
been the wife of the man for nearly 
40 years, and so far as could be learn- 
ed, had always borne a good reputa- 
tion 

The mystery deepens when It Js not- 
ed that no wound was found upon the 
body, say, rather the skeleton, for only 
enough flesh remained upon the face 
and trunk to make possible the Iidenti- 
fication of the remains as those of 
Edward Wilson. The head was detach- 
ed from the body, but whether it had 
been cut away immediately after 
death, or eaten off by the action of the 
water, not even the most skilful phy- 
sican in Flushing could say. No cause 
of death was revealed byaDm autopsy. 

The history of the mystery Is inter- 
esting, and altogether out of the ordin- 
ary line of criminal work, 

A few days ago the following letter 
was handed to Constable Slavin: 

“Dear Sir,—WIll you please Iinvesti- 
gate the mysterious disappearance 
last September of Edward, better 
knwn as ‘Pony’ Wilson of Pine-sireet, 
Flushing. 

“He was sick and unable to leave his 
bed at that time. Mrs, Wilson con- 
fronts every enquiry at the house with 
contestable stories, and will not give 
bis address, If alive, where is he ? 

“Citizen,” 

Imediately upon the receipt of this 

letter Constable Slavin began an inves- 


tigation, 

He visited Mrs, Wilson and asked 
for information of her husband. 

“He is with his relatives in the 
east,” sald the woman, halding the 


door of her house in such a manner 
that Slavin could not well enter with- 
out forcing’ his way. 

Slavin piled her with many further 
questions. but all he could elicit from 
her was the statement that Wilson 
Wag “in the east, she couldn’t say just 
where, and she didn’t know when he 
would return.”’ So he interviewed the 
neighbors, and from them he obiained 
much more satisfactory information, 

They told him they had at one Ume 
heard moans and groans coming from 


the Wilsons’ home, and that those 
sounds plainly were not uttered by 
Mrs, Wilson. The bedridden husband, 


they said, had not been seen since the 
preceding September, and there was 
nothing to prove that he was still alive 
further than that of his wife's state- 
ment, Furthermore, they informed 
him, Mrs. Wilson had long ago refus- 
ed to admit any one to her house on 
any pretext,and that, they hinted,look- 
ed very suspicious. 

Inspector Roff went to the Wilson 
home about 9 o’clocq yesterday morn- 
ing and told Mrs. Wilson he wished 
to inspect her premises, She waa feed- 
ing her chickens and cats in th ba:K 
yard and appeared to be much annoy- 


ed by the Inspector’s intrusion 

He found the place encumbered by 
large quantities of refuse, which, how- 
ever, did not account to him for thi 
odor that seemed to come from the 
house. He traced this to the cellar and 
said he faust go downstairs 


Mr Wilson pr tested that her cellar 


was clean, but Roff, who was looking 
for something more than mere rub- 
bieh ,persiated. 

Rofl groped his way down the cellar 


Stairway, closely followed by Mrs. 
Wilson. He found everything reeking 
with filth and warned her she must 
institute a thorough reform at once 

Roff pulled down the pile of boards 
that covered the pool, and as fast as 
he did so, Mra Wilson tried to replace 
them unobserved, 


Finally he struck something that 
made him start With the crook of 
his stick he brought it to’ the surface 


Then he fell back, almost overcome 


“ Never mind that; it’s only rubbish 
the rats have caried into the cellar,” 
said Mrs. Wilson, anxiously 


Roff drove her out of the cellar, and 
turned her oer to a man he had ata- 


tioned outalde Then he returned to 
the cesspool and dragged hia find out 
of the water It was a headless body 

The left foot, too, was missing, and 
there was little flesh on any of the 
bones Plainly it had been tn the 
water for a long time. 

rhe arms were bound tightly to the 
sides with several colla of three-quar- 
ter of an inch rope. 

Inspector Roff found the head after 
much trouble, and by the light of the 
candle recognized it aa that of Id 
ward Wilson, whom he had known for 
many years There wa little of the 
face but the grey mustache and the 
general outline of the features made 
him positive in his identification,

Each of these maps represents @ 
tract of country fifty miles square. 
The last to be published was that of 
Kamloops and vicinity, and last year 
the work on the Shuswap district was 
completed, though the maps and re- 
port will probably not appear for an- 
other year. - 

Mr. J. McEvey, B.A.Sc., of the sur- 
vey staff, who received his training un- 
der ‘Dr. Dawson, has just arrived in 
Rossland preparatory to beginning 
work from the Columbla River west- 
ward He will be met there by R. G. 
McConnell of the same staff, who has 
been engaged for two years in the 
Slocan, and the two will work together 
for the remainder of the season. An 
accurate contour map will be made, 
showing the distribution and forma- 
tion. The work will occupy more than 
one season.

His Boarders and Then Eads 


His Own Life. 

New York, Aug. 16.—A double tragedy 
was enacted on the top floor of the boarding 
house at 145 West 20th-street, conducted 
by the deceased husband and wife, early 
this morning. Alols Dinkelman, about 53 
years old, and whose appearance denotes 
that he was refined and educated, in a fit 
of temper, or temporary tnsanity, brought 
about by busli rsals, killed his wife 
Adelheld by shoolng her through the 
heart. After shooting his wife A-ols ran 
from the room bhoiding a revolver In each 
hand, and shouted that there were burglars 
in the house, 

James Kermode, a boarder In the house, 
whose room is opposite that of Dinkelman 
and wife, in relating the story of the tra- 
gedy, said he was startled about 5 o'clock 
by the report of a revolver Hurrying to 
the hall, Be saw DinkeIman golng towards 
the stairs. As the murderer reached the 
stairs he fired a shot, which was followed 
by erles of ** Police!" and, looking over the 
banister. Kerinode saw Philip Molloy, an- 
other boarder, running downstairs, pursued 
by Dinkelman, the latter firing a number 

shots at him. Molloy escaped unhurt 
and summoned the police. Dinkelman thea 
ran upstairs, and, meeting Kermode, told 
him in reply.to o query as to what was 
the matter, that there was-a thief In tho 
house. He then walked Into, his room, 
banging the door after him. A few minutes 
[axes another loud report was heard com- 
ug from Dinkelman’s room. Meanwhile 
Molloy returned with an officer, aud. going 
loto Dinkelman’s room, found Mrs, Dinkel- 
man lying In a corner dead. The murderce 
was stl breathing, nnd an ambulance was 
summoned, but when it arrived Dinkelmia 
was dead. The Dinkelmans had been mar 
ried 24 years, and were considered to be In 
comfortable circumstances, but reverses 
came, and then the couple resorted to keep- 
mg u Oourding house. ,

Tho building of tho American Tract so.

at No. 66 Broadway, which, again, is high- 
er than the addition to the Mutual Life 
Insurance company’s building in Liberty 
atreot. 

Those comparisons are being run over 
simply to remind ouc readers of what a 
large number of great oflico structures have 
been stealing up in this already over crowd 
ed and congested portion of Manhattan 
Island ; of how cach ono has gone steadily 
higher, and yet a« little higher, than its 
next door neighbor, until the shadow they 
cast throws into the shade and cuts off 
from the sunlight buildings, some of them 
# hundred or more feet away, which a fow 
years ago were regarded as wonders. 

And now, as if to cap the climax, comes 
a structure in Park Low, a full eighty feet 
higher than the St. Paul building—higher 
than the famous Masonic Temple of Chi- 
cago—higher, in fact, than any structure 
designated for the habitation of man upon 
this round globe. 

As said, there must be money in tall 
buildings, The Park Row affair is not 
designed as an advertisement. In this 
way the Park Row structure is additional- 
ly remarkable, for it shows that a party of 
capitalists, counting in such men as Charles 
KR, Flint, Geo. R. Read, William M. Ivins 
and others, sce it to their interest to pur- 
chase this desirable but high placed pro- 
yerty and put theroon the tallest structure 
in the world: 

The leap of a.lear eighty feet, or more 
than thirty-five per cent., between two 
buildings whose construction was alinost 
simultancously begun, as in the case of the 
St. Paul and the Park Row building, is 
one of the most prodigious strides which 
has been made since the era of tall build- 
ings sctin. The Park Row building will 
be twenty-seven stories high for its full 
width, The side ornamyntations will car, 7 
it three stories higher, or thirty in all. 
The cupola forms the thirty-first. 

The Park Row building will be 386 feet 
in height from curb to cornice, and will 
haye a frontage in Park Row of 103 feet. 

The total cost of the building exclusive 
of the land on which itis reared, will be 
above a million dollars. Ja its construc- 
tion it does not present any novel points 
ove? other tall buildings of a similar type. 
In its foundations the architect, R. EH. 
Robertson, of No, 160 Fifth avenue, lus 
followed the style which he adupted, and 
itis believed initiated, in the substructure 
of the American Tract Society building, of 
which he was a'so the designer, 

The building rests upon piles driven 
through the sand, one to each square of 
eighteen or twenty inches, The piles are 
driven down below the water line, cut off 
and capped, so that they will not rot, and 
upon this rises the structure of cement, 
granite and steel which holds the colossus 
up. Several of the steel beams, the girders, 
which are used to carry the weight of the 
outer walls to en inferior base, can- 
tilever fashion, weigh, as already noted, 
some fifty-five tens. That is heavier than 
an ordinary locomotive. Only modern stecl 
making, with giant trip hammers and 
monster forges and colossal cranes, could 
ever turn out such ponderous billets of 
stecl as this. So far as can be soen even 
the wonder of the construction of the 
pyramids grows dim besido feats like this, 
which are now overy day affairs. If this 
building, with its foundation, could be set 
in a scale pan, it would balance a thousand 
locomotives of the ordinary type. Into the 
scale against it you could put the entire 
population of the city of Soston, or for 
that matter the whole population of soveral 
states of the west. Aud as for height, it 
will be far higher than the apex of ‘Trinity 
spire, «full hundred feet above the top- 
most point of Bunkor Hill monument...

GREATER QUEBEC, 


Premier Flynn Announces That a Domin- 
fem Order-in-Council Confirms the 
Bonndary of the Big Province. 


_Montreal, Aug. 16.—(Special.)—Hon. 
E. J, Flynn, Premier of the Province 
of Quebec, had a pleasant surprise in 
store for his hearers at the agricul-. 
tural meeting at Oka the other day. 
He announced In fact that a few days 
before Sir Charles Tupper forwarded 
his resignation to the Governor-Gen- 
eral an order in council had been 
passed confirming the right of the Pro- 
vince of Quebec to certain northern 
territories hitherto {n doubt rather 
than dispute. Hon. Mr. Flynn, when 
Commissioner of Crown Lands, some 
years ago, made a complete study of 
the question of Quebec's northern 
boundary, and the honorable commis- 
Sloner’s finding was embodied in a re 
solution adopted by the Legislative As- 
sembly of this province in the year 
1886, just previous to Hon. Mr. Mer- 
cler’s advent to power. Since then the 
Dominion Government's Surveyors 
have carefully looked into the ques-~ 
Uon,and in theirreports tothe Ottawa 
Government fully confirmed the con- 
tention of the Quebec officials as to 
Where the exact boundary of this pro- 
vince Is located. It is a mistake to 
Suppose that the recent order in coun- 
cil makes any transfer from the cen- 
tral Government to the Provincial au- 
thorities, for, as a matter of fact, the 
Department of Crown Lands of this 
Province took possession of the terrie 
tory which lies between Lake Temis- 
camingue and James Bay some time 
ag0, and the order in council adopted 
by the Tupper Government was mere- 
ly a_confirmatory act on the part of 
the Federal authorities. It was for- 
merly held that the height of land aon- 
Stituted the northern boundary of the 
Province of Quebec, yet this for years 
had been disputed by the engireers in 
the employ of the Crown Laids De 
partment in the Ancient Capital, and 
it appears that after a good many 
years this contention has been found 
to hold good by both the Quebec and 
Canadian officials. It is said that 
apart from the great timber reserves, 
there js at least 30,000,000 acres of 
arable land in this greater Quebec of 
the north and that homes will there 
be found for a very large population. 
The question now is, will Hon. Mr 

Laurier and his colleagues allow thie 
order in council to Go into effect ?

$50,000 DAMAGE 
Was Done at Barric and Allandale on Sat- 
urday by a Sudden Cloudburst G.T.R. 
Train Service Thrown Out. 

Barrie, Ont., Aug. 16.—Not since the flood 
of June 5, 1800, have the citizens of Barrie 
witnessed such a storm as visited here Sat- 
urday, Until 1 o'clock the day seemed per- 
fect, large excursions being brought In by 
steamers Enterprise and Islay. About 1.30 
thunderclouds gathered from the south and 
the wind became very lerce, tearlug down 
many large trees, also the roof of Ander- 
ton's Brewery About 4 o'clock the rain 
begun to fall in torrents, washing out the 
roadway along Peel-street, The worst flow 
Was down Clapperton-street, which was also 
badly damaged by the flood of 1890. The 
current turned at the Five Points, and ran 
aloug Dunlop-street. At 6 o’o'ock a stream 
fully a foot deep was running along the 
pavement on the south side of Dunlop- 
Street. The cellar of Cashman & Perry's 
store, slong the north side, was filled with 
water, and even the store to the depth of 
several Inches Shortly after 6 the rain 
ceased, leaving the marks of its work on 
nearly every street of the town. 

It is hard to believe that yesterday's 
storm could cause such serious loss to the 
Grand Tronk Rallway. The yards at Allan- 
dale are in a state of turmoll, tracks being 
ripped up, cara thrown on end and’ some 
buildings completely destroyed. 

Residents say had the storm continued 
half an hour longer the G.T.R. station and 
restaurant would have been washed away, 
the track In many places being washed 
away, causing much delay to traffic. The 
traln Jeaving Toronto at 515 for here could 
get no further north than Lefroy, the pas- 
scugers being brought from there to Barrie 
by boat. The damage to the town and 
Grand Trunk Will be at least $50,000, 

At the Union Station last night The 
World learned that the storm came up with 
kKreat rapidity about 5 o'clock, and burat 
over the Northern yards at Allandale, 
Washing nway, It Is estimated, some three 
hundred yards of track and burying seve- 
eral frelght cars which were lylyg In its 
path. The town is somewhat of a railway 
centre, and, consequently, plenty of men 
were on hand to repair the damage without 
ontside assistance, Everything is expected 
to be in good running order Jate to-night, 
so that trains will probably run to-morrow 
morning on schedule tinie. Passengers by 
the morning train for Barrle and the north 
will arrive at thelr destination all right, 
but those leaving in the evening will not 
get past Craigville. 

For the convenience of local traffic a spe- 
celal went out to the tatter place at 3 
o'clock this morning. Arrangements have 
been made to accommodate ail passengers, 
however, as the Midland train that Is to 
louve at 8.20 will go at 8.30 this morning, 
and will reach Barrie and all points north 
vin Georgetown, while a special will leave 
for Cralgyille at the same time.

During the last session of the Leygisla- 
ture, when in Coinmittee of the Whole 
House, he frequently spoke on matters 
affecting his constituents and the pro- 
vince at large, his physical weakness 
and neryous temperament were most 
apparent. 

The honorable gentleman's last pub- 
lic speech was made at Amherstburg 
on Aug. 4, when for an hour and a halt 
he addressed an open air meeting of 
his fellow-citizens, who on that date 
re-elected him by acclamation as a 
member of the Hardy Government. ‘he 
effort was a trying one for him, and It 
probably precipitated his terrible ill- 
ness. 

On Monday night he left Amherst- 
burg, and, traveling all night, reached 
the city on Tuesday morning, and Im- 
mediately repaired to the Parllament 
Bulldings. He seems to have, during 
the trip, contracted a heavy cold, but 
this did not deter him from entering 
With vigor into the work of straignt- 
ening up the affairs in his newly-ac- 
quired dep @timent. For three days 
he labored ac his desk, but had to take 
a rest on Thursday. On Friday nicht, 
not feeling any better, he wired Mrs. 
Balfour to come to the city, and on 
Saturday, on her arrival, she was sur- 
prised to find her husband confined to 
his room. His illness was not con- 
sidered critical, however, until Sunday 
night, when the invalid suffered from 
violent hemorrhages of the lungs. 

Yesterday Drs. McPhedran and 
Amyot, in consultation, acknowledged 
the extreme lowness of the patient's 
condition, and it is understood they 
informed the anxious wife that there 
was no hope of his recovery. 

Premier Hardy was summoned from 
Parry Sound, and is expected in town 
this morning. Hon. J. M. Gibson, in 
response to a telegram, came down 
from Hamilton and spent the day at 
the Parllament Buildings, All the other 
Ministers are away holidaying—Mr,. 
Harcourt In Purope, Mr. Harty in the 
Maritime Provinces, Mr, Dryden in 
Northern Ontario, Mr. Davis in Mus- 
koka, Mr. Ross in New York State 
and Mr. Bronson somewhere else. 

All day yesterday, as the suffering 
Minister lay in his apartments in the 
eastern wing of the Legislative pile, 
everything was kept as quiet as pos- 
sible. The elevators ceased running 
and visitors and officials walked on 
tip-toe as they passed the sick cham- 
ber, Last evening, at Mrs. Balfour's 
request, Housekeeper O'Brien had the 
patient removed to his old quarters tn 
the Speaker's chambers in the western 
wing, where quiet could be more easily 
maintained 

As the news of the Minister's illness 
spread abroad, many friends came dur- 
ing the evening to enquire as to his 
condition. 

Mrs. Balfour was joined during the 
day by Mr. and Mrs, David Balfour, 
her husband's father and mother, who 
came over from Niagara Falls South 
by the Niagara boat. Two sisters and 
other relatives of the Minister's, who 
have also been called to his bedside, 
are expected to arrive to-day.

London Sarges,. 


Tn the weird light of the smoky evening 
half a dozen barges, some already under 
jury masts, are making their way on the 
top of the flood into London. They form 
along perspective as they approach the 
Tower bridge, and are lost sight of in the 
yellow mist of the setting sun. They are 
loaded down to their hatches, and some of 
them have sailed from far up the coast, 
perhapsin half a gale of wind, to de- 
posit their cargoes in the quiet reaches 
of the dreamy upper Thames, Others 
hail from tho Medway -** the other river,” 
as they calliton the Thames—and those 
who know Rochester and Strood bridge 
will be familiar enough with the sight of 
thom here, On Monday” morning—time, 
to the bargemen, always waiting upon tide 
—the Medway fteet gets under way. It is 
worth seeing this on a bright morning 
when the wind is fair; cach vessel beating 
up out of its awn river, aud c»ming. about 
into the Thames, adds something to the 
interest of tho scene. 

Standing on the Essox side, one can, 
on a clear day, see some way up tho Med- 
way, now thick with sail, and follow the 
fleet along the Isle of Grain opposite, and 
far up the Thames, beyond the long, low 
lino of of Canvey, disappeariog at last a3 it 
bears northiwanl up the Lowor Llope. 
Thus, toward evening, in company with 
their various sea-going companions, these 
Modway orafe enter the gloom and haze 
of London, each one as much at home in 
this crowded thoronghfare as ion the lower 
reaches or slong the coasts north and 
south of the Thames estuary, 

Here, while some, taken in hand by the 
free watermon, *‘sweep "up on the flood 
tide, their long oars, or ** sweeps,” serving 
to help their dangerous passage under the 
arches of the bridges, others are taken in 
tow by one of the tugs—the Vixon, the 
Scorcher, or the Storm King, perhaps— 
and soon a long black string of deeply 
laden hulks, often lashed together, two by 
two, go steaming past the Nine Elms, 
Chelsea, and Hammersmith, to find a 
peaceful berth possibly behind the eyots of 
Isleworth or Richmond, until once more 
they are freighted outward to their own 
river, or to face the open sea.

When he named Hon. Perry Belmont 


as chairman, the cheerlng was renew- 
ed. Mr. Belmont, in takipg the chatr, 
said: 

Fellow Democrats—We have all come 
here to listen to the speech of the 
evening. This is a time for very plain 
speaking. We want no victory under 
a false flag. The Democratic standard 
was supplanted at Chicago by the rag 
of Populism, which we firmly refuse 
to follow to the discredit of the na- 
tion. The banner of the Democracy, 
protecting under its broad folds all 
the aspirations of liberty-loving 
humanity, representing popular con- 
sUtutional self-government, we now 
raise here to-night, battle-worn by 
more than 100 years of honorable poll- 
tical warfare. 

Mr. Belmont summed up thus: 

“The issue, stripped of all verbiage 
and sophistry, of all sectionalism, and 
prejudice, is now, asit was before the 
nomination of Mr, Bryan, one of 
morals, of honesty. I will not question 
the motives of any one and far be it 
from me to say that all the supporters 
of this extraordinary movement we 
cppose are intentionally dishonest; 
but to speak plainly, I do say that be- 
hind them are unscrupulous men, and 
crude and flimsy free silver literature, 
clearly dishonest in purpose, for they 
lead directly to repudiation, to fat 
money, the degradation of the Supreme 
Court by political control, an uncon- 
stitutional impairment of the obliga- 
tions, and interference with the free- 
dom of contracts, a reckless attack 
upon our national and monetary in- 
tegrity, as well as upon our whole 
System of commercial credits. We can- 
not compromise with such doctrines 
which menace the form and very ex- 
istence of our Government. 

Mr. Belmont concluded his remarks 
at 8.45. When he introduced the speak- 
er of the evening, the vast auditorium 
was immediately in an uproar and a 
Great ovation was tendered the ex- 
Congressman. Men and women stood 
in their places and cheered themselves 
hoarse, at the same time waving the 
small American flags vigorously. 

Mr. Cockran at length secured or- 
der, and plunged at once into his sub- 
ject. He said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentle- 
men, Fellow Democrats, All,—With 
the inspiring strains of that national 
song still ringing in our ears, who can 
doubt the issue of this campaign? 
That issue has been well stated by 
your presiding officer. Stripped, as he 
says, of all verbal disguise, it is an 
issue of common honesty, an issue be- 
tween the honest discharge and the 
dishonest repudiation of public and 
Private obligations.

BLOOD ON GERHOLD'S CLOTHING 


And Other Evidence Cause Mis Arrest on 
a Charge of Marder The Boom in 
British Columbta, 

Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 18.—(Speclal.)— 
From headquarters at both Regina and 
Prince Albert to-day came denials of 
the reported mutiny among the 
Mounted Police. The whole story 
arises out of the fact that the com- 
mandant at Prince Albert js unpopular 
and some of the police have asked the 


Government to hold an Investigation. 

In connection with the murder of 
Joseph Henry at Rapid City, Arthur 
Gerhold, a young Englishman who 
lived with him, has been arrested. The 
men had quarrelled.

Gerhold was sent to this coun- 
try by one of the English benevolent 
institutions.

There are to be more bell 
tents for competitors and more mar- 
quees on the camp ground than ever 
before. Preparations are being made 
for an exceptional meeting. The 
free ammunition is likely ‘to largely 
increase the number of competitors. 
The social features of the meeting 
promise to be of an exceptionally at- 
tractive character, 

Dr. Oronhyatekha, Supreme Chict 
Ranger of the Independent Order of 
Foresters, was asked to-day what the 
Supreme Secretary, Major McGillivray, 
proposed doing in regard to his seat 
in North Ontario, The reply was 
that he would resign from the repre- 
sentation as soon as it was possible 
for him to do so. 

Principal Grant of Queen's Univer- 
sity js still in town. Speaking to- 
night, he said the object of bis trip to 
England was to get a professor of Lat- 
in for Queen's, the position having 
been rendered vacant by the removal 
of Prof.Fletcher to Toronto University 
A large number of applications froin 
men of high standing and scholarly at- 
tainments had been made to ‘he trus- 
tees of Queen's, and the Principal went 
to Great Britain to personally enqnire 
into the fitness of the candidates. While 
there he met many leading and repre- 
sentative men, and by request of the 
editor wrote an article on the rela- 
tions of Canada and the Empire for 
The National Review, in which he 
showed the true feelings of Canadians 
on the matter,as to which the English 
public have hitherto derived their Im- 
pressions from misrepresentations of 
Mr. Goldwin Smith. The Principal ex- 
pressed himself as delighted with the 
greatly increased interest in Canada, 
and its people which was now enter- 
tained in every quarter in Britaln,com- 
pared with the ignorance and apathy 
he met with some years ago. He 
found prevalent a desire to understand 
the resources of this country,its social 
condition, its Industrial progress and 
its national alms. He found also a 
more intelligent and well-informed 
comprehension of Canada than he had 
been accustomed to. Among causes 
which had operated in raising the sta- 
tus of this country In the eyes of the 
British, he said, was the firm and re- 
solute stand taken by Canada when 
this country was threatened with war 
last December. This was an object 
lesson which the most superficial 
could understand,and made a profound 
impression on the public mind. Prin- 
cipal Grant leaves for Kingston to 
morrow.

Glasgow, Aug. 18.—Thomas Devaney, 
the Irish dynamiter, *.6 was sen- 
tenced in Edinburgh in 1883 to serve 
a term of life imprisonment and was 
released from Portland Prison yes- 
terday, has arriyed here. Devaney 
says that John Daly will be set at 
liberty next week. He had no know- 
ledge of any of the important events 
which had occurred outside the prison 
walls during his incarceration, and ex- 
pressed great surprise at hearing that 
Parnell was dead. Devaney said to 
friends with whom he talked that his 
prison life was an experience too aw- 
ful to admit of description.

When the Popullst cau- 
didate says ‘ we contend that free and un 
limited cola Oy the United States alone 
will raise the bullion value of silver to its 

~ coinage value, and thus make silver bullion 
worth $1.20 per ounce in gold throughout 
the world,” he refutes his own arguments 
in behalf of a “ cheaper” dollar, 

Noxt it was able to refute, by appeal to 
the result of experience, the fallacious but 
flattering assortion that the unlimited 
coinage of silver would raise the prico of 
that metal to $1,29 per ounce. Why stop 
at $1.29 per ounce, or any other fancy 
figure? Why not, by the use of the 
magician’s wand of unlimited minting raiso 
silver to an equality with gold in value, 
ounce for ounce? The proposition needs 
but to be stated in order to be laughed at. 
And yet it is not one whit more absurd 
than Mr. Bryan's contention. On this 
point the Commercial Advertiser remarks : 


Asa matter of fact, the free coinage of 
silver would not raise the price of silver 
bullion to $1.29 per ounce measured In gold, 
If it would do this there would be no cheap- 
ening of money and no rise in the general 
prices of products. This Government has 
vainly tried the experiment of keeping’ up 
the bullion value of silver by coining great 

uantities of it. In the fifteen years from 
1878 to 1893, under the bland-Allison and 
Sherman acts, the United States purchascd 
for monetary purposes the enormous amount 
of about $575,000,000 of silyer, reckoned at 
its coinage value. 4.nd while it was doing 
this the bullion price of silver, to use 
Thomas B, Reed's expressive phrase, “fell 
like lead.” To other words. it went down 
from $1.20 per ounce in 1877 to about half 
that In 1804. In face of this striking object 
lesson it Is the height of folly for Mr. Bryan 
to declare that unlimited coinage by this 
country would bring silver back toa parity 
with gold. 

In view of these facts there will be few 
in Canada who will not unite in the con- 

~ clusion which our contemporary oxpresses, 
as quoted herewith -in factno other con- 
clusion is possible,“on the face of the facts: 
This is not what the advocates of free 
coinage Want. Whatthey are after is not 
bimetallism, but silver monometaliism, 
with a debased and fluctuating currency 
and the apeadiation of practically one haif 
ng public and private debts.

One 
of the first to greet him was Sir Mac- 
kenzle Bowell, who, after a hearty 
hand-shake, congratulated him that 
he was about to join the “old ladies.” 
Sir Oliver replied smilingly: “Well, I 
don’t look very much like an old 
lady," at which they both laughed. 
The conversation was cut short by the 
announcement that there were mem- 
bers below the bar waiting to be In- 
troduced. 

The following senators were then in- 
troduced: 

Sir Oliver Mowat, by Messrs, Scott 
and Power. 

L. J. Forget, by Sir Mackenzie Bow- 
ell and Senator Masson. 

F. Bechard, by Messrs. 
McInnes. 

Sir Olver recited the oath of alle- 
giance in a clear voice, and, having 
signed the roll, took his seat. 

These preliminaries over, Senator 
Miller dropped a little bomb shell in 
the senatorial camp by intimating 
that under the rules, the Senate could 
not meet till 3 o'clock, whereas this 
afternoon they had met at 2.30 and it 
was only by accident that he had 
heard of it and was present at that 
hour. He threw out the dreadful sug- 
gestion that Sir Oliver was not legally 
a member of the Senate. 

Sir Oliver Mowat said that he would 
take care five years hence, if a new 
Speaker were appointed, that this ir- 
regularity would not occur again, 
(Laughter.) 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell said he was 
gratified to hear Sir Oliver's pro- 
phecy. It was to be hoped, “however, 
that five years hence the responsibi- 
lity would not devolve upon him, Sir 
Oliver, to select a Speaker. After five 
years’ experience in the country, the 
probability was that there would be as 
Great a political revolution as there 
had been in the past few weeks. He 
promised that the Opposition would 
endeavor, so far as they could, to keep 
the Government in the right path. 

Mr. Masson said that Mr. Scott had 
been acting as leader during the after- 
noon, but Sir Oliver Mowat had as- 
sumed the duty. He thought the 
House ought to know which honorable 
gentleman was to be the leader. 

There was some laughter at this re- 
mark, and then the matter dropped. 

The Senate adjourned during plea- 
sure, when Sir Henry Strong entered, 
took the chair in his capacity as De- 
puty Governor, and black rod was 
instructed to summons faithful Com- 
mons. This having been done, the 
Commons were duly informed that his 
Excellency did not see fit to declare 
the reasons for summoning Parliament 
until the Commons had elected their 
Speaker. So with this slap in the cye 
the faithful Commoners went back to 
thelr own -House and proceeded to 
carry out the gubernatorial injunction. 

The Chamber of the Commons was 
crowded to excess by visitors to the 
city. In the morning there had also 
been quite a gathering in the historic 
chamber.

The visit to the Senate did not take 
long. Settled once more In their places 
in the Commons, there was a pause, 
when Mr, Laurier entered.

He wore a black morning coat 
and vest and grey trousers, and care 
ried uw new allk hat, cane and tan 
gloves in his hands. His followers 
cheered him enthusiastically, 

The Clerk called order, and the Pre- 
mied rose, Addressing Dr. Bourinot,he 
said that in accordance with the intl 
mation just conveyed by the repre- 
sentative of the Crown, and according 
to the Well-known usages of Parlia- 
ment, the duty now deyolyed upon the 
House to select a Speaker. He pro- 
ceeded to speak of the importance of 
the position, how in the old days the 
Speaker was the channel of communi- 
cation between the Commons and the 
Crown, and how important the duties 
were at a time when the relations be- 
tween the Crown and the Commons 
were hazy and undefined. In later 
years they had become more clearly 
defined, and now embraced almost 
wholly the duties of presiding over de- 
liberations of the Commons, The occu- 
pant of the position required to be pos- 
sessed of a sound and prompt tude- 
ment, a judicial mind, a thorough 
knowledge of the law and constl- 
tution of Parliament, fairness and im- 
partiality. 

He submitted thatin all these ree 
spects Mr. Edgar was well qualified 
to be Speaker of the House. Old mem- 
bers agreed with him that in Mr. Ed- 
gar’s hands the rights and privileges 
of the Commons would be in safe keep- 
ing. that he would discharge the duties 
with favor to none, and with fear 
of none, that he would = in- 
deed be the first Commoner in the 
land.

Sir Charles Tupper, who was receliv- 
ed with loud Opposition cheers, said 
he did not rise for the purpose of op- 
posing the motion. On the contrary, 
he belleved the duties of the high of- 
fice of Speaker would be discharged 
with great ability and impartiality by 
the hon, gentleman just named, but 
he desired to express the regret of 
members of the Opposition that it had 
been found necessary to depart from 
the time-honored principle of electing 
alternately a French or English Speak- 
er, (Hear, hear, and some oh, nos.) 
That was the uniform practice of the 
House, and while not making any ex- 
ception to the appointment of Mr. 
Edgar he could only express his ree 
gret that the customary practice had 
been departed from. (Opposition 
cheers.) 

Dr. Bourinot put the motion to the 
House and declared Mr. Edgar duly 
elected Speaker, 

The new Speaker was thereupon es- 
corted to the dais by Mr, Laurier and 
Sir Richard Cartwright, and the mace, 
insignia of authority, was placed on 
the table. 

The new Speaker, 
second step of the dais, conveyed to 
the House his sincere and hearty 
thanks for the high honor done him by 
electing him as Speaker.. He said it 
would be his pleasure as well as his 
duty to endeavor to deserve this high 
honor by dealing with all questions 
which came before him officially with 
firmness and impartiality. He was 
fully sensible of his own unfitness for 
this position, but he relied confidente 
ly on the co-operation of the hon. 
members on both sides to assist him in 
maintaining their rules and regula- 
tions, in vindicating their rights and 
privileges, and in preserving the free- 
dom and dignity of debate according 
to ancient usages. (Applause.) Mr. 
Edgar repeated his observations in 
very good French,and was on the con- 
clusion thereof loudly applauded by 
both sides. He then took the chair.

cognized that his time was at hand.

Shortly after 6 o'clock the atten- 
dant saw that the hand of death was 
approaching and sunmimaned the mem- 
bers of the dying man’s family to his 
bedside. His father, mother, wife, 
sisters and eldest son entered the

Balfour began to sink rapidly, and, 
when he became unconsclous, all re- 
tired from the chamber except Dr. 

In the last 
few moments the Minister essayed 
several times to rise in his bed and he 
was speaking in his well-known rest- 
less manner when his spirit crossed 
the bar. 

It seems especially sad that Mr. Bal- 
four should be cut off while compara- 
tively a young man—he had only 
reached his 45th year—when he had 
just arrived at the goal which for 
years he had been struggling towards. 
Only the other day he remarked to his 
father that he was at last in a pusi- 
tion to help him, The Minister made 
his will on Tuesday and it is under- 
stood that he dies a comparatively 
poor man. Owing to his long-stand- 
ing infirmity, he was never able to se- 
cure insurance on his life, and he 
leaves little but an interest in The 
Amherstburg Weekly Echo, in the 
conduct of which Mr, John Ault was 
his partner. 

When a boy, not yet in his teens, 
Mr. Balfour sold newspapers to pay 
for the text books he needed at schvool, 
and apropos of this, Mr. David Bal- 
four, his father, tells of the beginning 
of the dead man’s physical infirmities. 
When out disposing of his dailles in 
the streets of St. Catharines, he got 
lost in a snow storm, After a long 
search his father found him, and car- 
ried him home, As a result of his ex- 
posure on that occasion, he contracted 
inflammatory rheumatism, which en- 
feebled his whole frame for life, Ever 
afterwards he suffered from *» weak 
lungs, a specially severe attack on 
which has finally carried him off.

Lew 
trucks are attached to the corners so 
that the whole can be moved occasione 
ally to a new location, It can thus be 
moved up and down beside the rows of 
trees, stopping for a day or two under 
each tree, scratching, fertilizing the 
ground and destroying Insects. The 
fowls all do well under such conditions 
and their presence will be of great 
value to the orchard. The lower sill 
of the sides of the house should cone 
tinue out and form the base of the 
sides of the run.—American Agricul- 
turist.

THE CATTLE STHALING CASE, 


More Corroborative Evidence Presented 
by the Orown To-day. 

The hearing of evidence in the cattle 
stealing case was not resumed till 11 o'clock 
this morning, although it should have 
begun at 10 o'clock. The Judge was en- 
gaged in another matter and tho large 
number of witnesses had to wait. 

Mr. Anderson read the evidence of 
Frank Bowen. Said he started for Belle- 
ville on Friday morning, July 17th, and 
four or five miles this side of Napance he 
met a drove of cattle. He was in « spring 
waggon, It was quite dark. ‘Thero wasa 
buggy accompanying the cattle. He called 
out ** Hello, Wess!" but received no 
answer. He thought it was Wesley Reid; 
as he had heard he was going to ship 
cattle. 

Mr. Anderson also read the evidunce of 
Edward Westmoreland, who shipped cattle 
at Napance with Reid on July 17th. Some 
of the cattle Reid shipped were small. 
Some of thom were dvhorned. Reid sold 
his cattle at Montreal toaman named 
Dow. Reid got "$17 per head for his 
cattlo. Borh of these witnesses were ex- 
umined at the preliminary hearing. 

‘The first witness called this inorning 
was James Brant. He was on the Mud 
Oreek Marsh about six o'clock in the even- 
ing of July 17th in company with Herbert 
Brant, looking for a cow. ‘They saw 
Wesley Reid, who said he was looking for 
cattle which he had bought from Wm. 
Driver. Reid was on Mr. Maraclo’s part 
of the marsh. Reid asked witness tho way 
out of the marsh. Did not kury Me 
David's cattle. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Porter witness 


said he did not watch Reid after he met 
him. Reid appeared lost when he met 
him. As soonashe told Reid the way 
out he (deid) started in that direction, 


Mr. Driver had cattle on the marsh. 

Herbort Brant was noxt called. His 
evidence agrecd with that of the former 
witness in every particular. 

Oross-oxamined by Mr. Porter witness 
said Reid did not attempt to conceal him- 
self, 

Thomas Blanchard was the next witness. 
Ho lived on the Reserve, near the aiirsh, 
He remeinbered the night of July 17th. 
After he liad gone to bed about ton o'clock 
ho was awakened by 4 dog barking and he 
got up... He suw a herd of cattlopace the 
house wud with them’ was a rig. ‘wo men 
wero driving the cattle, It was too dark 
to distinguish who drove tho cattle. 
Heard some one say ‘*Get out,” to the 
doy. The cattle were going towards 
Shannonvillo. Next day he found some of 
the fence at the marsh laid up where it had 
been down previously. He saw Georgo 
Young at Isaac Smart's on Friday after- 
noon. He saw George and William Young 
on his way home. ‘They overtook him on 
the road. ; 

Cross-examined by Mr. Porter witness 
said his family turned the cattle back into 
the marsh when they strayed out. He 
was not suspicious when be saw tho cattle,

It Is Impossible to lay before you at 
this session the public accounts for the 
past year, or indeed any of the reports 
usually submitted to Parliament. Under 
these circumstances and in view of the 
fact that you will be required to re-nssem- 
ble early in the ensuing year it does not 
appear expedient to invite your attention 
to any measures beyond the passage of 
the supplies. 

The operation of the tariff will be made 
the subject of careful enquiry during the 
recess, with a view to the preparation of 
such on measure as may, without doing In- 
justice to any interest, materially lighten 
the burden of the people. 

Immediate steps will be taken to effect 
a settlement of the Manitoba school ques- 
tion, and I have every confidence that when 
Parllament next assembles this Important 
controversy will have been adjusted satis- 
factorily. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 
The estimates for the current year will 
be laid before you forthwith. 

Honorable gentlemen of the Senate and 
gentlemen of the House of Commons: 

1 Lope that when you will have given 
the necessary attention to the considera- 
tion of the year’s supplies, I may be-able 
to relleve you from the duty of further 
attendance at this session of Parliament.

appeared under that heading for June. 
The balance due to provincial govern- 
ments’ increased $2,233,552; people's de- 
posits, withdrawable on demand and 
after notice, increased $3,278,99); de- 
posits between banks increased $339,051; 
balances due to banks and agencies 
in the United Kingdom show a reduc- 
tion of $1,781,428, while the total lia- 
bilities increased $3,150,885. Specie 
and Dominion notes increased $695,599, 
notes and cheques between banks de- 
clined $1,350,656, balances due from 
banks and agencies in foreign coun- 
tries were reduced $1,771,343, while an 
increase of $4,995,065 is shown in banks 
and branches in the United Kingdom. 
Investments in permanent stocks seem 
to have been favored, Call loans on 
stocks and bonds shows plainly the 
State of the market in these commodi- 
ties by a further reduetion of $371,959.

Hardy, however, was seriously indis- 
posed last evening, he may not be able 
to officiate, and in that case Hon.

The members of the family twho will 
accompany the body are: Mr. and 
Mrs. David Balfour, father and mo- 
ther of the deceased; Mrs. Balfour, the 
widow; three sisters of the dead, his 
eldest son, and Mr. Broadhead of 
Grosse Isle, his brother-in-law.

FUNNY CLERGYMEN. 


Some Rare, Racy Stories of Wearers of 
the Cloth In New York, 


“The Lord is {In His holy temple; will 
the sexton please shut the door?” 

There is an Episcopal minister in 
town who entertains-his congregation 
with such running comments on what 
passes before him while he reads the 
service. As he rearely changes his 
tone his people are constantly pursu- 
ing him with perplexed glances through 
the prayer book, Occasionally the con. 
nection between things mundane and 
spiritual are so closely made that they 
occasion embarrassment, as when i 
the midst of a peroration about the 
scarlet woman he called to a well- 
known pewholder to move over and 
Elve the lady a seat. 

When preaching, the same miniater 
keeps one hand or the other jingling 
coins and keys in his pocket, so as to 
be plainly heard throughout the 
church. These apparently he provides 
for the purpose, for one Sunday, by 
some mischance, one pocket being 
empty, he stopped deliberately, emptl- 
ed his pockets like a boy, and divided 
the contents between th two,, after 
which he proceeded smoothly and 
cheerfully through hls sermon. 

It was another clergyman, who, feel- 
ing the moral necessity of having 
money in his pockets, borrowed $5 of 
& memrber of the congregation in the 
vestibule, which Immediately after the 
service he paid back. An empty purse, 
he confessed, took away all his self- 
confidence. 

These idiosyncrasies endear clergy- 
Men to thelr congregations, who relate 
them as do parents the antics of spoil- 
ed children. 

There is another New York clergy- 
man who Is always late at church He 
comes up the aisle swinging his hat; 
then tossing it on the pulpit sofa, says: 
“Let us pray” before the hat has 
landed. When he has pronounced the 
benediction, by the time the “Amen” 
has reached the back seats he is off 

This same man preaches from little 
scraps .of paper, which, as he uses 
them he drops on the floor. By the 
time he is through his sermon he Is 
standing shoe deep in manuscript. While 
the congregation is smging he is scurry- 
Ing around on the floor gathering up 
the scraps. When he prays he keeps 
his eyes open, tracing out the cornice 
of the church. 

Those famiNar with Dr Richard 
Storrs will recall how he always preach- 
ed to the top right hand corner of 
his chureh, mourning over its sins und 
urging it to repent, While his wonder. 
ful descriptive powers would send his 
congregation from church as if und>r 
@ mpell, he would himself hasten to 
get hold of some member by the arm 
and tell funny stories by the yard.— 
New York Journal.

Laurier also suggests that this should

Mr. Haggart asked to what extent 
the newspaper statements were cor- 
rect. 

Mr. Laurier said Mr. Haggart was 
rather inquisitive. When he asked him 
to answer whether an interview of two 
or three columns in length was cor- 
rect, he, Mr. Laurier, assumed it was 
substantially correct. 

At the opening of the House seven 
petitions for private bills were pre- 
sented, The Speaker said with the 
consent of the House he would re- 
cognize the practice that if any ques- 
tion on the order paper was not ask- 
ed or a motion moved that the order 
should be considered dropped unless 
allowed to stand at the request of the 
Government. 

Sir H. G. Joly informed Mr. Wood 
that it was not the intention of the 
Government to make any changes this 
year as to the selection of grain stan- 
dards which would require any amend- 
ment of the Inspection Act. The de- 
partment was considering several 
minor features which the Act permits 
to be dealt with departmentally, but 
he was unable to state positively that 
any changes would be made this year, 

Sir Henry also informed Mr. Wood 
that it was not the Intention of the 
Government to adopt the metric sys- 
tem of welghts and measures in lieu 
of the system now in force in Canada. 
It was practically optional now un- 
der the statute. : 

On a motion to adjourn, Mr. Laurier 
stated with regard to the correspond- 
ence between the late Prime Minister 
and the Governor-General, which Sir 
Charles Tupper had asked for yester- 
day, the Government had the assent 
of His Excellency that the correspond- 
ence should be brought down as soon 
as the address was passed, 

Sir Charles Tupper said it was very 
desirable to have this correspondence 
previous to the passage of the address. 
There was no reason why it should be 
withheld. As it involved a great con- 
stitutional question it was very destr- 
able that the House should have an 
opportunity of discussing that matter 
in connection with the passing of the 
address. It was usual for Ministerial 
explanations either from those who 
had formed the new Ministry or those 
who had held portfolios in the retiring 
Ministry to be submitted to Parlia- 
ment at the very earliest possible mo- 
ment. The House and the country 
were entitled to know as early as pos- 
sible the circumstances attending the 
resignation of one Government and the 
formation of another, He hoped there- 
fore the First Minister would recon- 
sider that matter and, having obtain- 
ed the assent of the Governor-General 
to bring down the correspondence, he 
should not delay its presentation tw 
Parliament. 

Mr. Laurier said he had _ serious 
doubts as to the constitutionality of 
the contention that this correspond- 
ence should be brought down and form 
part of the debate on the address, If 
this matter was going to be discussed 
it should be debated as a question of 
propriety by itself and not mixed up 
with the address, As for any Minis- 
terial explanations regarding the Cab- 
inet changes, he was not aware that 
any were necessary, when a new Goy- 
ernment was formed consequent upon 
the result of an appeal to the people. 
He thought the better plan would be 
to discuss the address, simply the ques- 
tions arising out ol the speech from 
the throne. When the papers were 
laid before the House and they in- 
volved any controversial matter an op- 
portunity would be given to discuss 
them. 

Sir Charles Tupper stated that the 
correspondence affected the very point 
at issue. The resignation of the late 
Government had a most important 
bearing on the situation, and he hoped 
the First Minister would give his most 
careful consideration and see his way 
clear to bring the papers down with 
as little delay as possible. 

Mr. Laurier informed the leader of 
the Opposition that the statement of 
the Governor-General's warrants would 
be presented to the House on Monday.

are tho clauses ; 

1. Ny person shall at any time bunt, 
pursue, kill, wound or capture any door in 
tho wator of any river or lake within the 
limits of Ontario, or immodiately after 
leaving such waters, and any person carry: 
ing a riflo, carbine or shot gun, and station- 
ed in a canoe, skiff, punt or boat of any 
kind, al or near the place whore hunted 
door are likely to onter the water during 
the open season, shall prima facie bo doom- 
ed to be engaged in hunting or pursuing 

door within the meaning of this section. 

2—(1) No porson who is not a resident 
ofand domiciled in the province of On- 
tario shall hunt, take, kill, wound or 
destroy any deor without first having 
obtained a liconse in that behalf under tho 
provisions hereinafter sot forth. 

(3) Every such licenso shall bo signed 
by the chiof fish and game warden and 
countersigned by the provincial secretary 
or his deputy, and shall be in force for one 
season only, ard tho feo for such license 
shall be two dollars. 

(3) There shall be attached to each Jie 

cense two shipping coupons, one of which 
shall be signed and detached by the per- 
son to whom the license is issued in tho 
presence of the shipping agent at the point 
of shipment and attached to each dvor or 
part of adeor about to be shipped, and 
such coupon shall be cancelled by the car- 
rier on arrival at the point of destination 
by writing across the face thereof ‘‘can- 
celled.” 
(4) Sub-section 5 of section 2 of the 
Ontario Game Protection Act, 1893, is 
hereby repealed and the following substi- 
tuted therefor: —_ =~ 

**(5) No common carrier or other person 
‘shall transport or have in possession for 
‘that purpose in this province, after the 
**same has been killed any wild deer, or 
“(the skin thereof, or any venison, save 
‘only from the first day of November to 
‘the twenty-second day of Novem- 
“ber in each year, unless ac- 
“companied by an affidavit that tho 
**same was hunted and taken during the 
‘open season, and unless there be attached 
** thereto one of the shipping coupons be- 

“Jonging to the license authorizing the 
** shipper to hunt or kill deer as provided 
“by this act.” 

(5.) The said license to hunt deer and 
tho shipping coupons thereto attached may 
be in the form set forth in tho schedule to 
this act, and shall be printed upon strong 
manilla paper, and shall be issued by the 
chief game warden and the warden upon 
application therefor. 

(6.) Every person engaged in the hunt- 
ing or killing of deer shall on request by 
any person whomsoever, at all reasonable 
times and as often as reasonably requested, 
produce and show such license to the per- 
son making the request, and if he shall fail 
or refuse to do so he shall forfeit any such 
license he may possess, and shall, if found 
hunting, taking, pursuing, killing, wound- 
ing or destroying any deer animal, and on 
proof of such request and failure or refusal, 
be deemed to have violated the provisions 
of this section. 

(7.) Any person offending against any of 
the proyisions of this act shall be liable for 
each offence to a fine not exceeding $50 
nor less than $20, together with the costs of 
prosecution, and in default of immediate 
payment of such fine and costs shall be im- 
prisoned in the common gaol of the county 
where such conviction shall take place for 
4& period not exceeding three months. 

The season for ducks commences on the 
Ist of September.

Feeding ©). und Weets. 

An extensive cattle feeder of Ne- 
braska, who feeds 1900 acres of corn of 
his own raising and 100 tons of beets 
a year, has kept careful accounts of 
his operations for the last ten years. 
From that record the following facts 
are given: 

For the first nine years the cost per 
head ranged from $14 to $32.39, but in 
1893 he began feeding beets and corn, 
which had been cut and cured fn the 
shock and then run through a shred- 
ding machine, ear, stalk and blade, all 
of which Is by the machine reduced to 
the condition of coarse hay. The cost 
of harvesting, shocking, shredding and 
feeding is three per bushel of 
grain and $1.87 per ton of fodder. 

The 1900 acres averaged 40 1-2 bushels 
of corn and a ton and a half of fodder 
per acre, The beets (sugar bects) 
yielded 30 to 60 tons per acre, count- 
ing tops and all, and were fed whole, 
Joth cattle and hogs are fond of them, 
and it was found that after cutting 
them the first few days cattle learned 
to bite them off as a boy bites an 
apple. Since adopting this ration the 
cost of fattening cattle has never ex- 
ceeded $10 per head No cholera has 
ever occurred among hogs following 
the cattle while feeding beets. It Is es- 
timated that beet tops from beets usea 
in sugar making are worth on an av- 
erage $3 per acre for cattle food.—

Sir David's Career. 

Hon. Sir David Lowls Macpherson, K.O. 
ALG,, P.C,, was the son of the late David 
Macpherson, Inv srness-shire, Scotland, 
where be was born Sept. 12, 1818. 

Sir David Lewis Macpherson comes of an 
ancient and sturdy Scottish family, and in 
the markedly successful career Ww hich bas 
been his, exhibits the characteristics of his 
race, Our subject went to school in Scot- 
land, and completd his education at the 
Inverness Royal Academy, In 1835, with 
the thousands of others who were at this 
time turning thelr faces toward the New 
World, he set sail, resolved to try his fortune 
In Canada. Here. was a new country, 
large with promise, and holding out encours 
aglog, nay, beseeching, hands to courage 
and enterprise, Young Macpherson was just 
the man for such a field. It would be dimi- 
eult at th's distance to lay hold of every 
fact which would show the mainsprings of 
hix success, but the chief results stand out. 
Evrly in his carcer he took au earnest In- 
terest In public questions, and in 1864, three 
years before Confederation, at the solicita- 
tlon of many friends, he offered himself, 
and whs successful, for the Saugeen Divy- 
Ision, Upper Canada. He held his seat in 
the old Canadian Parilament as member 
for Saugeecn till 1867, when he was called by 
royal proclamation to the Senate. He had 
now nmassed much wealth, was prominent. 
ly connected with enterprises of national 
Importance, and stood in high repute among 
bis fellow-countryumen.

papers are forthcoming, and rather 
than prolong the session the Govern- 
ment will eventually have to give way. 
There was a meeting of the Cabinet 
yesterday, at which the estimates 
were under consideration. 

The Ottawa mining syndicate which 
is developing a property near North 
Bend, B.C., has evidently made a 
good “strike.” The mine is being de- 
veloped by hydraulic power. A flume 
four miles long brings 500 inches of 
Water on to the ground, an 18-inch 
main and from this two 9-inch lines of 
pipes are given off, one for the monl- 
tor and the other for conveying the 
ground sluice water. Since the open- 
ing cut was made but a small body of 
gravel has been washed, yet about $4000 
has been taken out of the flume. It 
sSemes a safe investment from the fact 
that the Company is working into bet- 
ter ground all the time. By opening 
50 fect lower with their next cut, giv- 
ing them a 100-foot bank, $5000 per 
month can easily be taken out at an 
expense of not more than $1000. More 
can be easily done by adding to the 
water system, which can be done by 
reservolring some lakes.

It needed such a 
contest between two modern-bullt yachts to 
bring about this feeling. 

The race is the result of a good deal. of 
bard work on the part of both the Chicago 
and Toronto yachtsmen The proposition 
for an International contest came from 
Chicago last fall After the matter had 
been pretty well canvassed, oxpressions« 
were had from all the great Inke ports 
where there were yacht clubs. Commodore 
F. ©, Berriman of the Lincolm Park Yaeht 
Clob saw its Importance, and he and his 
brother decided at once to bulld a boat and 
ixsne a challenge. It was proposed to sall 
for a perpetual International trophy, and 
the challenge was directed to the Royal 
Canadian Yacht Club of Toronto. Negotl- 
atlons progressed yery slowly, and, Io fact, 
they were almost broken off at one time, 
But Commodore Berriman, determined to 
baye a race, sent the Racing Committee of 
his club to meet the Toronto yachtsmen, 
and make all reasonable concessions. There 
was finalty only one thing In the way of the 
race, Vencedor plans called for a larger 
boat than they wished to sall against. To 
meet this oviection: the raclug length of 
the Vencedor was altered, and it was fur- 
ther agreed that Vencedor would give the 
Canadian defender double time allowance on 
her length over 45 feet. Her length Js a 
few inches over the limit, and on this Can- 
ada will recelvye double allowance. 

The races are to be best two in three, 
under the New York Yacht Club rules, with 
a few essential amendments, The trophy 
to be salled for Is a cup valued at $500. In 
fddition to this, the City of Straits Yacht 
Club offers na prize yalued at $500, which 
is to go to the club from which the winner 
will sail. The latter, according to the con- 
ditions imposed by the donors, becomes a 
perpetual interlake trophy. Besides these 
prizes, there Is $1500 cash donated by citl- 
vous of Toledo, through the International 
Yacht Committee.

THAT IRISH CONVENTION. 


Michael Davitt Stiongly in Its Pavor—> 
Thousand seclegates to Be 

Present. 

22.—At a meeting of the 
Irish National Federation in Dublin, Mr, 
Michael Davitt, who presided, sald he 
placed a hundred times more hope for 
Ireland in the work of the forthcoming 
Irish Convention than fifty sessions in the 
Imperial Parliament. Between cighty aud 
ove hundred delegates from abroad would 
attend, and Ireland would supply nine- 
tenths of its delegation, The convention 
would not be packed in the Interests of any 
section. It would not wake up old con- 
troversics, but would reinylgorate the Na» 
tlonal movement, ond arouse patriotic en- 
ergy. The convention, be belleved, would 
save the fortunes of the Home Rule cause, 
Iiefore one more year had elapsed there 
would not be one Irish political prisoner 
left, suffering the horrors and indignities 
of penal servitude In England, Referring 
to the Land bill, he sald he did not under- 
etand why Colonel Saunderson and his 
friends in the Comions, and the Arrans In 
the Lords, felt any alarm whatever with 
reference to its provisions, Thelr fears had 
no grounds. As to the Recess Committee, 
he sald they did not want a reform of the 
Dublin Castle Institution; they wanted 
an end of the whole castle system.

A Safe Burn Door Latch. 

Old-fashioned wood latches, playing 
horizontally work back as winds shake 
the doors, and the doors then blow 
open. An improvement on such latches, 
as iMlustrated in Farm and 
Home, may be made by iIn- 
clining the play of the latch 
downward. A secure fasten- 
ing for double doors of a 
barn consists of a lever piv- 
oted by a 1-2-inch bolt to the 
middle cleat of the door, 
with a bar on each side of 
the pivot, playing loosely on 
a bolt by which it ts attached 
to the lever. One of the 
bars fits into oa slot above 
the door, and the other into 
a similar slot in the doorsill. By de- 
pressing the end of the lever the bars 
are thrown into the slots and hold 
the door securely fastened. When de- 
sired to open it, the lever is raised and 
the bars are withdrawn. The ends of 
the bars are held in place by rabbeted 
cleats through which they slide freely.

iN BUFFALO. 


The Weedea Exposition Bullding and the 
Covered Malf- Mile Track Destroyed 
by Pirebugs. 

Buffalo, Aug. 22.—Fire started in the 
Exposition building and in the cover- 
ed half-mile track at the Buffalo Drive 
ing Park simultaneously about 15 min- 
utes after the last of the spectators 
who witnessed the Grand Circuit races 
this afternoon had left the track. The 


Exposition building and half of the 
covered track was burned. One man 
named Martin, a hostler, who was tak- 
en into the covered track in an intoxi- 
cated condition just before the fire 
started, is thought to have been burn- 
ed to death. The horses in the stables 
surrounding the track were rescued 
with much difficulty. 

Six dwelling houses on Puffer-street 
were totally destroyed and five others 
badly damaged. 

It was one of the hardest fires on 
record in the city to fight. Twenty 
firemen were overcome by heat. 

In the Exposition building were stor- 
ed all the election booths of the city, 
together with 300 racing sulkies. All 
were destroyed. 

Beyond doubt the fire was of incen- 
diary origin. The loss will be over 
$200,000, 


No Lives Lost. 


Buffalo, Aug. 23.—It was ascertained 
to-day that no lives were lost in the 
fire which destroyed the Exposition 
building, part of the covered track 
at the Buffalo Driving Park and sev- 
eral dwellings on Puffer-street last 
night. Nor were any of the valuable 
horses quartered there injured. The 
twenty or more firemen who were 
overcome | heat are reported to be 
out of danger to-day. There is no 
doubt but that the fire wae of Incen- 
diary origin. The police have made 
no arrests, but think the fire was 
started by stable followers. The in- 
surance on the building will not cover 
half the $200,000 loas. 

The Exposition building was a large 
wooden structure built for fair pur- 
poses, but has not been used for sev- 
eral yeara. The owners, it is said, will 
rebuild the track, but not the Ex- 
position bullding.

He asked if Mr. Laur- 
fer had been accurately reported. 

Mr. Laurier replied: “I must tell my 
honorable friend that, notwithstand- 
ing every desire I have to oblige him, 
I am afraid I shall not be able to 
gratify his rather fastidious curiosity. 
I am forced to make the painful admis- 
sion that my memory, which I had the 
weakness to suppose wan pretty good, 
is not equal to the task of remember- 
ing word for word a speech delivered 
more than 18 months ago.,’’ 

Mr. Dayies informed Major Hughes 
that no decision had been reached by 
the Government in respect to aban- 
donine the Trent Canal enterprise.

Sir Richard Cartwright stated the 
cal policy of the Liberals to be to 
stroy this villainous protective 
tem, which had been grinding out 
vitals of our people, (Laughter) He 
repeated in 1894 that the Liberal policy 
was, “First and last to do away with 
protection How? I do not care.” Mr, 
Davies had declared the Issue to be 
“Pree trade versus protection,” elim- 
inating from the tariff every veatis? 
of protection.” Mr. Laurier, himself, 
declared that the duty on coal and fron 
should be removed. 

But as the campalgn proceeded, the 
Liberal leader got new light and most 
emphatically declared that the policy 
of protection Was not to be over- 
thrown, but improved. He had, there- 
fore, received no mandate from the 
people to break down the policy of 
protection and adopt free trade or a 
revenue tariff, as had been the pro- 
fessed object of the Liberals for years 
past, and he congratulated the Elon. 
First Minister on the enlightened views 
which he had at last been induced to 
adopt, promising, as it did, security to 
our Industries In consequence of that 
enlightenment. (Cheers.) 

Another issue before the people was 
the unfortunate Manitoba school ques- 
tion. (Liberal ‘Hear, hear,”) The 
policy of the Bowell Administration 
Was one of remedying the grievances 
of the minority In consonance with the 
decision of the Judicial Committee of 
the Imperial Privy Council. He him- 
self, when called into the Government, 
introduced a Remedial Bill, following 
out that policy. Mr. Laurier moved 
the six months’ hoist as a protest 
against “coercion,” taking his stand 
upon the unwisdom of interfering with 
the autonomy of the province, and de- 
claring that only by cor cillating the ma 
jority could the privileges of the 
minority be restored, That was the 
ery throughout Ontario; in Quebec, 
however, it was different. He called at- 
tention to the reoort of a speech by 
Mr. Laurier at .t, Rochs, Que., and 
published in Le Sud on May 12 last, 
when he said if the means of concill.- 
tion failed he would have recourse to 
constitutional means, “and then I will 
vse them fully and In their entirety. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Nothing could be more emphatic 
than that statem: it In one prayince 
the Premier was a strong advocate of 
non-interference, in another province 
in gambling parlance, he was prepar- 
ed to go one better than the late Gov- 
ernment. (Hear, hear.) A majority ob- 
tained by the avoidance of a sharp is- 
sue was not a majority secured by fair 
and legitimate means, and, considering 
the manner in which Mr, Laurier had 
secured power, if he had had the same 
policy in Quebec, which he put for- 
ward in Ontario, the honorable gen- 
tleman would still have been in Op- 
position. (Loud cheers.) The charge 
had been made against him (Sir 
Charles) of endeavoring to raise a 
racial and religious cry in this country. 
After a public life of 41 years, he 
could say that no man could properly 
lay the charge to him, (Cheers.) On tbe 
contrary, his whoie public career hore 
testimony of his endeavor to promote 
harmony and good will among 
all classes in Canada, (Cheers,) Mr. 
Laurier had entirely misrepresented his 
(Sir Charles’) speech in Winnipeg 
He made no appeal to the electors of 
Canada to reject Mr, Laurier because 
he was a Frenchman or a Catholic 
Not a word in the speech would bear 
that construction. The appeal he 
had made was to his own friends 
whom he had asked if they were go- 
ing to turn their backs on him for the 
purpose of bringing in a French Rom- 
an Catholic Prime Minister. (Minis- 
terial cheers.) He was afraid the hon. 
gentlemen opposite were not acute 
logicians. He repeated he was not 
appealing at Winnipeg to the Cana 
dian electorate, but to his own friends 
whom he asked if they would not be 
stultifying themselves if they struck 
his Government down for the purpose 
of bringing in a French-Canadian 
Roman Catholic Premier, who declar 
ed that he would go further than 
himself. He was in the judgment of 
every man in the House anc 
country when he said that no such 
construction would be placed on his 
speech as that which the Premier had 
placed uvon it. (Hear, hear.) He 
was the last man in the world to re- 
sort to the cry of race or religion in 
order to gain a point over a political 
opponent. (Hear, hear."') 

Adverting to the general election, Sir 
Charles said the Conservatives polled 
19,000 more votes than thelr oppon- 
ents. A change of five members 
would give the Conservatives a major- 
ity in every province except Quebec. 
He must admit that he had not ex- 
pected it. He had been charged with 
making a compact with the Bishops 
of Quebec, but that statement wae 
wholly unfounded. Since he came to 
Canada neither directly nor indirectly 
had he had any communication with 
a bishop of Quebec. (Hear, hear."') 

In the light of what he received on 
June 23 he was free to confess now 
that he had greatly overrated the im- 
portance of the question of remedial 
legislation. He had entered upon the 
advocacy of that question under con 
viction that the Government of Can- 
ada was bound by every principle of 
right and justice to carry out the law 
and constitution. He entertained the 
opinion that the Roman Catholics of 
Canada attached most vital itmport- 
ance to the question of religious edu 
cation for their children, but 
ingly he had been mistaken 
ture, as in the past, however, 
dinal principle of the 
party would equal 
without respect to 
(Cheers.)

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Sir Charles proceeded to refer to the 
treaty of 1871, which was denounced 
then by the Liberals as a base surren 
der to the United States, but which It 
was MA Laurier’s highest ambition 
now to renew. With respect to the 
Atlantic fisheries question, he polnt- 
ed out that since the modus yivendl of 
1888, there had not been a single com- 
plaint from the United States. 

Sir Charles also referred to the 
canal question and strongly condemn: 
ed Mr. Laurler’s proposal to allow the 
United States joint control of the Cana- 
dian canal system, As regards the fis- 
cal policy of the Government, he said 
that free trade would be bad enough; 
a revenue tariff was bad, but uncer- 
tainty was worse. He pointed out 
that the depression in the United 
States was caused by the feellng of 
uncertainty as to what the tariff 
changes would be. Canada, through 
the protection of the National Policy, 
had escaped that depression. (Loud 
cheers and some Ministerial laughter.) 
He urged that the Government should 
net paralyse Canadian industries by 
uncertainty. To the Maritime Pro- 
vinces the coal duty was a question of 
life and death. (Hear, hear.) What 
about the tron dutles? How were 
the Goverrment going to handle their 
Minister of Justice, who had evidenced 
his protectionist views by increasing 
the bounty on iron produced in On- 
tario? (Hear, hear.) He trusted Mr. 
Laurier would throw behind him his 
free trade rhodomontace and declure 
himacif as a protector of Canadian In- 
dustries, If he would do that he would 
find the Opposition prepared to aid 
him heart and hand inanything calcu- 
lated to maintain the progress and pros- 
perity of this country, and in which 
he belleved protection to our native 
industries ~vas absorutely indispen- 
sable. (Loud cheers.) 


Premlcr Laceler Follows, 


Mr. Laurier was received with great 
Liberal applause as he arose to reply. 
He had not much fault to find with 
Sir Charles Tuppet’s speech, nor would 
he criticise it at length. Everything 
considered, it was a moderate speech 
for Sir Charles Tupper had given up 
a high office, unlike Caesar though; he 
came and saw,but had not conquered, It 
was evident, he continued, that Sir 
Charles was not yet aware of the 
cause of the recent political earth- 
quake: He would not go minutcly 
into the charge that the Liberals had 
not won upon any issue before the peo- 
ple; he would simply say, “Here we 
are, and there are they.’ So, too, he 
preferred to look at the general result 
rather than go minutely into the argu- 
ment that the party defeated had 19,- 
000 more votes thanethe victors, What 
then became of the much"talked” of 
gerryinander? (Opposition cries of 
Hear, hear.) There were other causes 
for the Conservative defeat. First, be- 
cause their fiscal policy, misnamed the 
National Policy, had not fulfilled the 
expectation of the people; second, be- 
cause of the extravagance and corrup- 
tion of their administration; third, 
cause, Instead of appealing to the con- 
viction and conscience of the peopic, 
they had appealed to sectional and re- 
ligious prejudices, thereby creating 
distrust, and a division in thelr party 
that would never he healed. (A voice, 
It's all healed now.) It was because of 
those two Conservative parties that 
the mover of the address had been 
elected. And as to his speech, he 
was bound to say that Mr. MelInnes 
nad pled the cause of British Columbia 
as he had never aeard it pled before, 
(Hear, hear und laughter.) 

Sir Charles, evidently belleying, with 
Talleyrand, that speech was given us 
to concéal our thoughts, accused him 
of undue candor in his interview with 
an American newspaper reporter, The 
fame could not be charged against Sir 
Oharles, who, in 1391, declare] that the

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CHINA'S EDUCATIONAL BSYSTEH ft. 
Oblidren Lenco }ittho More Than They 
did Two thousaid Years ‘go. 


They have no conce; tion of learning, as 
understood in the west—of mathematics, 
chomistry, geology or kindred sciences, and 
of universal history. Indeed, they have o 
very imperfect knowledge of geography. 
Their curriculm of study embraces the 
Ohinese classica and philosophy (a yvolum- 
ino1s compilation, cspecially holding in 
omincnce the teachings of Confucius), the 
theory of government, and Chinese poetry 
in Ubistory. It is the standard fixed two 
housand years age, and has undergone 
little change in the succeeding centucivs, 
says the Century. 

One of our diplomatic representativ s 
tells of a conver atiou had with ono of the 
most distinguished scholars and highest 
officers in the empire, In which they ca- 
vassed their respective systems of educa- 
tion ; and lie reports that his Chineso 
friend had never heard of Homer, Virgil or 
Shakespeare ; knew something of Alexander 
having crossed the Indus, “had a vague 
knowledge of Caesar and Napoleon, but 
none whatever of Hannibal, Peter the 
Great, Wellington or other modern 
soldiors, and he was ignorant of astronomy, 
mathematics or the modern sciences. 
When the American Minister expressed 
surprise at these defects in Chinese oduca- 
tion, the mandarin replied :—‘* That is 
your civilization, and you learn it; we 
learn it. For centuries we have gone on 
satisfied to know what we know. Why 
shou.d we care to know what you know ?” 

Yet it must be conceded that Chinese 
scholars and officials aro usually men of 
decided intellectua! ability, and they can- 
ot beset down as uneducated Lecause 
they have not followed the curriculum of 
study marked out by European ciyilization. 
Tt is a source of natural prile that they 
possess a literature and philosophy older 
than any similr learning of the west, and 
which even at this day aro not obsolete, 
but exercise an eloyating moral and in- 
tellectual influence on a vast multitude of 
the human family. 

But no ono of his race more than Li 
Hung Chang recognizes the defects of the 
national system of education. Largely 
throuzh his intluonce, the Emperor has es- 
tablished at Pekin a college, with a full 
facity of foreign professors, for the in- 
struction of chosen Chinese youths in the 
European languages and modern sciences, 
with a viow to training them for the 
diplomatic servise. So he has also estah- 
lishe L at Tientsin, for the last 25 years, his 
viceregal residence, schools for military, 
naval and medical education, manned by 
Kuropean instructors; and his example 
has been fcllowed by other viceroys.

For when you come to think of it, itis a 
curious and bewildering circumstance that, 
ina world and in an age where progress is 
one of the laws of existence, the violin 
should be to-day, not only as to form and 
all essential details, exactly what it was 
some 300 years back, but that it is even 
now «# less perfect instrument] than it 
was when the old masters were warming 
their glue pots and mixing their vaunted 
varnish and chipping out their blocks of 
wood in the little Italian town of Ore- 
mona, now twocenturies back. Mr. Glad. 
stone lias said somewhore that to perfect 
that wonder of travel, the locomotive, has 
not required the oxpenditure of more 
inental strength and application than to 
perfect a violin. But then you can put the 
locomotive into the march of progress ; 
the violin you can’c. In this respect it 
stands alone Among musical instruments, 

Fiutes bave been improved, uew types 
of claronets have been involved, the harp- 
-ichord and the spinet have given place to 
the pianoforte, organs have come to be 
controled by electricity—everything, in 
short in the way of musical instruments hus 
tended toward advance and improvement, 
whilo the construction of the yiolin is 
nuinbered—at avy rate by the enthusiasts 
who run the fiddle prices into four figures 
—among tho arts which have been and are 
not. The expoerieuce of centuries and tho 
ingenuity of many generations of skilled 
inechanics have been altogether unavailing, 
ant violinists to-day are content to starve 
themselves that thoy may give hundreds, 
vay, even thousands, for instruments which 
did not produco tena when they first left 
tho workshops at Cremona.

alized. 
This is a simple act in itself, and 


seemingly would give very little cause 
for superstition. According to a popu 
lar definition, “sneezing is a natural re- 
Spiratory movement, interrupted by a 
Strong expiratory effort, expelling the 
air through the nose with more or lees 
noluc.”” This action may be brought 
on by the inhalation of dust, pungent 
vapors, or by the simple inspiration of 
air when the membrane is diseased or 
in an irritable condition, as in the case 
of cold. There is also a spot on the 
head, the touching of which will cause 
sneezing in many people. Barbers are 
aware of this fact. as ‘their gentle 
manipulations are often greeted with a 
round of sneezes. This is supposed to 
be caused by the touching of a small 
and extremely sensitive nerve which 
runs from the top of the head to the 
nostril, and is much more sensitive 
With some than with others, 

Sneezing is now considered a fayor- 
able and healthful action, and is court. 
ed by people who believe jn its eflicacy 
by looking intently at the sun yntil 
the desired action occurs, Consump- 
tives are said never to sneeze, and 
many an unfortunate victim of this 
disease gauges the probability of his 
recovery by this standard. 

The old custom of saying “God bless 

you,” when a sneeze is heard, is of 
ancient origin and still prevails in 
Oriental countries. In the time of 
Saint Gregory the Great, at a certain 
Season the air was filled with an un- 
wholesome vapor or malaria, which so 
affected the people that those who 
sneezed were at once stricken with 
death agonies. In this strait the pon- 
tiff is said to have devised a form of 
prayer to be uttered when the par- 
oxysm was seen to be coming on, and 
which, it was hoped, would avert the 
stroke of the death angel. 
eezing is mentioned in works of 
thology, and it is said that the first 
gn of life given by the cunningly 
jrought image of Prometheus was a 
lusty sneeze. Aristotle, in writing of 
this subject, says that those whe 
thought the seat of the soul to be in 
the brain,looked upon sneezing as “one 
the most sensible and manifest 
perations of the brain.” 
Sneezing has been thought lucky or 
unlucky according to the day of the 
pweek on which the action occurs, Ac- 
c@rding to the old jingle from the Lan- 
ter folk-lore.

In ancient books we find many re- 
ferences to this fact, as in the Odys- 
sey, where the sneezing of Telema- 
chus js accepted as a pleasant con- 
firmation of the words of his mother 
just at a time when she is denounce 
ing the riotous gormandizing sutors, 
and praising the valor of Ulysses: 
“She spoke—Telemachus then sneezed 
aloud. 

Constrained, his nostril echoed through 
the crowd; 

The smiling queen the 
blessed, 

‘So may these impious fall, by fate op- 
pressed!’'"’ 

Great results often grow from small 
acts, an example of which is seen in 
the time when the fate of the whule 
Greek army was decided by so com- 
mon and natural an occurrence as the 
sneeze of a soldier. While Xenephon 
Was delivering his famous address to 
the army urging his companions to be 
firm and bold, and while they were un- 
decided as to whether resistance or 1 
treat were the better part, a sounding 
sneeze was heard down the ranks. 
This omen was at once accepted, tents 
and all superfluous accoutremnts burn- 
ed, and that retreat (since so famous) 
with all its hardships and dangers. 
Was begun. 

An old proverb says, ‘““I'wo or three 
sneezes be wholesome,” and there is a 
proverb to the effect that when a 
patient has sneezed three times he 
may be discharged from the hospital. 

Even where sneczing is considered a 
favorable omen, the time of day is 
sometimes thought to determine its 
good or ill effect; an a sneeze which 
takes place from noon to midnight 
is thought to be auspicious, while one 
occurring from midnight to noon of 
quite otherwise. Among the many 
superstitions concerning death we haye 
one in regard to this act; thus, if one 
sneeze for three successive nights it ‘a 
accepted as a token that a death will 
take plnce im the family, or if not 
death, that some other dire calamity 
will befall them. 

It would centainly be more sensible 
for intelligent people to take the com-

The number of people afflicted with this 
peculiar and uncomfortable sensation after 
euting is by no means small. It means 
simply that either because the person is 
fatigued or because that the food is in- 
digestible, or because the nervous system, 
which controls the digestive processes, is 
out of order, the uct of digestion is either 
wholly arrested or is yory improperly 
carried on. People troubled in this way 
cau observe two or three plain rules which 
will entirely prevent the difficulty aud will 
be of great benetit to their general health, 

First, eat nothing until there is a posi- 
tivo appetite for food. It will be far 
better to skip one’s dinner entirely, and 
far less injurious to the general health, 
than to eat when weary, when excited, 
When nervous or when the appetite is not 
present. If groat hunger comes on in the 
middle of the afternoon an apple or a 
piece of bread and Lutter will have a relish 
and flavor undreamed of under ordinary 
circumstances, and will prevent the faint- 
ness which wight arise barons tho regular 
hour for a nourishing supper. 

Second, cat something which requires 
considerabla chewing, especially at the 
beginning of the meal. This involves the 
use of dry foods, but it does not mean the 
entire absence of liquids from the meal, 
The reason why food that has been chewed 
is valuable is because in the process of 
mastication a large amount of saliva is 
Redreted, and this is an important factor in 
digestion. 

L® liquid is desired at meal Gime it is not 
likely to do great harm ifit is not too cold, 
provided it ts not swallowed at the same 
time the dry foo? *s put in the mouth. The 
man who washes down cach mouthtal of 
Uread with a swallow of milk, tea or coffee 
has saliva mixed with his food ; 
Whereas, 1f he thoroughly wasticates his 
mouthful of dry food, swallows it and then 
takes lis swallow of mik, he will inter- 
fere fav Jess with the proper processes of 
digestion. 

Dr. J. Ll. 1K logue lias rondo some inter- 
esting experiments, showing the amount of 

iliva secreted by the glands of the mouth 
while dry food is being chewed. A _ piece 
of paraflin cheaed for five minutes produc- 
ed two-thirds ofan ounce of saliva ; ono 
ounce of granose, a dry food preparcd from 
wheat, increased in weight to two ounces ; 
one ounce of bread chowed for five winutes 
caused the production of ounco of 
swliva; one ounce of raw apple produced 
one and one-quarter ounces, 

Third, eat digestible food only. Digest- 
ible food is a variable torm and is deter- 
nined by the individual. Articles which 
ure perfectly harmless for one individual 
are vory serious hindrances to the physical 
well being of another. Experionce is the 
chief guide, and whon articles of food cause 
distress and seom to hurt you, the part of 
wisdom is to let them alone.

Mr. Laurier defended himself by 
misrepresenting the contents of an or- 
der in council, which appointed a 
deep waterways commission and by 
declaring he was only following the 
Conservative policy. He challesczed 
Mr. Laurier to repeat that misstate- 
ment, The policy of the late Govern- 
ment, as shown by that very order In 
council, went no further than to ap- 
point a foint commission on deep 
waterways and report thereon. There 
was not the least Indication of what 
the Government's policy would be 
when that report was brought In. 
Had Mr. Laurier received that re- 
port? Did he know the estimated cost? 
He wanted information on the Manl- 
toba school question, but now he, 
without report or consultation, pledges 
the country to an expenditure of 
seventy-five millions, which would be 
our share at least, and to benefit 25 
American farmers to one anadian 
farmer. And what is more, he allows 
the dangerous initial step of a control 
in vital waterways to be given to a 
fsreat power, twenty times more pow- 
erful than we are, with all the compll- 
eations which may result therefrom.

pon $5 if the candidate became one 
of Mr. Laurier’s ministers. (lLaugh- 
ter.) That trick was successfully 
tried. Then the influence of Roug 
clergy contributed largely to the land- 
slide in Quebec, 

Mr. Stenson (Richmond and Wolfe) 
in a maiden speech said he could not 
allow these statements to go unchal 
lenged. He protested against the 
charge that the Rouge clergy had 
worked against the Conservative can- 
didates, That statement was false. 
(Loud cries of “Order,"” which led Mr.

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SIR MACKENZIE ACCEPTS, 


The Ex-Premiler Viclds to the Unanimous 
Wish of His Colleagues. 

Aug. 25.—(Spectal.)—Sir 
Bowell is to lead the Op- 
position in the Senate. This tis 
predicted by me the other day. 
day he was waited upon by a 
deputation of Senators, headed by 
Senator Miller, and presented with a 
requisition signed by all of the Con- 
servative Senators in the city asking 
him to accept the leadership of the 
Conservative members in the Upper 
House during the present Parliament. 

Senator Lougheed in the Senate this 
evening introduced a bill amend 
the Insurance Act. It provides that 
all policies of insurance negotiated by 
United States companies in Canada 
to residents in Canada shall 
be payable in legal tender of 
the Dominion, notwithstanding that 
there may be a stipulation to the 
contrary in policies The object of 
this bill is to meet a contingency 
which might arise in the United States 
by reason of a free allver policy 
ing adopted in that country, Che 
present position of the policies of in- 
surance negotiated in Canada of Uni- 
ted States companies is that upon 
payment of these policies maturing 
payment in most cases, if not in all, 
is made at the head offices of the 
companies in the United States. The 
Canadian policy-holdera would, there- 
fore. be compelled, if silver became 
legal tender, to accept payment of 
their policies in that coin, which Is 
only worth fifty-two cents on the 
dollar. As all premiums are payable 
in gold it is urged that there can be 
no valid objection to making the poll- 
in the same coin. The 
bill is Itkely to give rise to an Inter- 
eating discussion in the Upper House

IMMIGRATION IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 

Rhode Galo writes in the current

Tho remedy, as pointed out, is decisive, 
not qualifying measures ; moro rigid ro- 
striction of privilege, more extended and 
sweeping exclusion of undesirable immi- 
grants, else absolute prohibition may 
become imperative. A brief resume of the 
legislation which has marked but never 
retarded tho progress of immigration, 
follows : 

Statistics of immigration were first 
gathored in 1820; from 17 to that the 
estimate of foreign immigrants to the 
United States was 250,000. To June 380, 
1894, upwards of 17,000,000 immi- 
grants had arrived, and in the last 
ten years alone more than 5,000,000 
were admitted, From 1720 to 1840 the 
immigration was almost entirely from 
Great Britain and Ireland; from 
1840 to 1890 Germany furnished a million 
and a half immigrants ; and from 1880 to 
1890 there was an enormous increase of 
immigrants coming from Austria-Hungary, 
Italy, Russia and Poland. These latter 
havo been classed as the most undesirable 
immigrants, because their standard of liv” 
ing is low, they can live on yery little, ac- 
cept very low wages, and throw the labor 
market into confusion. Yet these appear- 
ed to thrive, save money, and send for 
relatives, or return to their native land to 
spend their savings. 

The first immigration law was passed by 
Act of Congress in July, 1864, and was 
entitled ‘* An Act to encourage Immigra- 
tion,” but contained no protective qualify- 
ing clause, and indiscriminate immigration 
was permitted and encouraged. Four 
years later this Act was repealed, and unti} 
1882 there was no statute bearing on the 
subject. In that year an Acc was passed 
by which a head-tax of fifty cents on each 
passenger, which has since been increased 
to one dollar, was imposed. It provided 
for the exclusion of foreign conyicts, luna- 
tics, idiots, or others liable to become pub 
lic charges, and their deportation by the 
owners of the vessels by which they came. 
This Act is still in force, except such pro- 
visions as have been repealed by subse- 
quent legislation. By an Act of 1884, 
passengers coming by vessels employed ex- 
clusively in the trade, between parts of the 
United States and those of the Dominion 
of Canada or Mexico, were exempted from 
the payment of immigration head-tax. 

The first Alien Contract Labor Law was 
=pnroved in 1885, in =,unse to a demand 
from American workingmen for protection 
against the invasion of foreign pauper 
laborers from the Old World. Professional 
actors, artists, lecturers, singers, personal 
or domestic servants, ministers of any 
religious denomination, professors for 
colleges and seminaries, or persons belong_ 
ing to any recognized profession, were ex- 
empted. 

Another restrictive Act was passed in 
1891, which more clearly defined the class 
of immigrants to be excluded, but stated 
that ‘‘ Nothing in this Act shall be con- 
strued to apply to or exclude persons con- 
victed ofa political offence.”’ or **as pro- 
hibiting any individual from assisting any 
member of his family to migrate from any 
foreign country to the United States fot 

the purpose of settlement.” 

Speaking of the amount of money sent 
to foreign countries by immigrants, the 
writer states that in an average year the 
Italian bankers of New York City alone 
send to Italy from twenty-five to thirty 
million dollars. Thisis said to have an 
appreciable effect upon the money market, 
But for the padrone system, by which one 
man employs hundreds of his ignorant 
countrymen and practices all sorts of im- 
positions upon them, the amount of money 
sent out of the country would undoubtedly 
be much more. “Last year, the writer de- 
clares, not less than One hundred thousand 
dollars was actually stolen from Italian 
workingmen by half a dozen bankers in 
New York, Boston and Newark. Pols 
Armenians, Greeks, Hungarians and 
Syrians are also thus manipulated.

A BICYCLE GRINDSTONE. 


The Idea of the Modern Cycle Put to a 
Good Use. 


Two solid triangular pieces of frame- 
work should be made, as shown in the 
cut, In each of which is a strong, up- 
right piece (1D) with a groove (DD) 
in which the axle of the grindstone 
rests. Between the triangles should 
be placed a pan (C) to hold water. A 
wheel (B) is hung between the grind-

stone (A) and water pan (C). The 
wheel should be of fron and as wide as 
the stone. The wheel also has pedals 
on the outside of the triangle, so the 
erinder, as he aita in the old mowing 
machine seat (K), turns the small 
wheel. The small wheel is kept wet 
enough to molsten the grindstone. As 
the wheel wears away it gradually 
drops in the slot.—-Menno Webber, 
Waterloo Co., im Farmers’ Advocate. 
A Device for Hoisting. 

A simple device for hoisting is illus- 
trated below. The uprights a and b 
are 4x4's, or ordinary post timber 10 to 
12 feet long. These are set into the 
ground 2 or 8 feet and 6 feet apart.

It Is a well-established fact, known 
to all observing farmers, that sony 


cows Will produce much larger quantl- 
tles of butter from the game feed dur 
Ing twelve months than others 
store more of it on their ribs; others 
secrete more In the milk. The food of 
maintenance is greater with one than 
another, 

Tt is well known that the protelds 
fats and mineral substances found by 
chemical analysis in the various kinds 


of food huve their correspondence in 
body and organs of the animal. Ths 
milk secretions have in thelr com- 


ponent parts similar clements, 

If it shall be proven, as appears 
probable, that different cows or breeds 
have by Inheritance Varying powers 
of assimilation of the different ele- 
ments of food, so as to produce widely 
varying qualities in the milk, then 
breed becomes ag important to the 
dairymen as feed, By analogous rea- 
soning or comparison the same mysterl 
ous chemical action {s seen in the great 
differences in the quality of fruit pro- 
duced from different varieties of trees, 
Srown on the same soll, under the 
influence» of the same heat, air and 
moisture. Breeding and feeding thus 
become most Interesting éubjects of 
etudy for the scientist and the faimer. 








Conditions Affecting the Yield of Milk. 

The fact is often lost sight of that 
the cow Is a remarkably sensitive 
animal, especially when in calf and 
during the period of lactation, and 
often very serious censequences arise 
from causes which are frequently re- 
garded as trivial. Heifers after first 
calf require very gentle handling until 
they become used to being milked, and 
if kindly treated will soon stand qulet- 
ly, but if their first uneasy movements 





are met with blows and kicks they 
may be permanently cured. A great 
deal of non-success attending the 


dairy industry is directly traceable to 
mismanagement and insufficient and {n- 
competent attendance on the animals. 

Professor F, E. Bmery of the North 
Carolina experiment station has made 
50me extremely interesting and in- 
structive tests on variations of milk 
yield caused by variations in milking, 
as well as the effects produced by 
changes in stable routine. In the first 
experiment a cow was milked normal- 
ly, and the teats in different onder, 
with the result that the milk yield and 
the fat contents showed considerable 
variation, which ts attributed mainly to 
interference with the regular order of 
milking and excitement of the nervous 
system of the cow. The first milk and 
Strippings of the same cow showed 
characteristic differences in fat con- 
tents. 

In the second test the effect was ob- 
Served In cows accustomed to being 
fed before milking, and of not belng 
fed at that time. One cow, which come 
monly gave seven and three-quarters 
pounds of milk per day, only gave one 
pound at a milking; the next milkiug 
was larger.

To Preyent a Cow Sucking Herself, 

“T will give you my plan for stop- 
Ping a cow sucking herself, although 
I do not claim much credit, as it Is 
made on the plan of a’ cradle for a 
horses neck, and had I been near any 
manufactory of such articles should 
have gotten them to make one to fit 
the cow; but not having that chance.

“Mr. C. P. Dadant gives gooa aayice 
upon this subject in the American 
Bee Journal, from which we glean: 
“Liberal breeding-room is necessary. 
No matter what method we pursue, if 
the queen Is crowded or dissatisfied we 
need not look for the bees to stay. 
We therefore want plenty of room in 
the brood chamber space, and we want 
it all in one storey. In the second 
place, we want plenty of room and, if 
possible, plenty of empty comb for the 
bees to lodge thelr crop, especially 
during the honey flow. Hence we want 
a wide ceiling that may enable us to 
put on a large super. Bees swarm 
because the circumstances do not suit 
them. Towards the end of the harvest

however, when the queen becomes tired 
of incessant egg-laying, it is of much 
less importance to keep them supplied 
with so much space, and a little crowd- 
ing does them no harm. 

“Drone-rearing is a factor in swarm- 
ing. In nearly every Instance the 
colonies that swarm are those that 
have reared quite a large number of 
drones, other things being equal. The 
drone is stupid, big and noisy, and 
becomés a thorn in the side of the 
workers, hence thelr dissatisfaction 
with home surroundings, It is there- 
fore well to prevent the hatching of a 
lot of drones, by removing the drone- 
comb and replacing it with worker- 
comb. This should be done in the 
spring, as a preventative, as the harm 
from such a Cause Is done for this sca- 
son. 

“Shade is an tmportant factor In pre- 
venting swarming. A high tempera- 
ture, increased by a pouring sun miust 
of necessity add to the discomfort of 
a swarm of bees. 

“Ventilation, too, must be given. 
When bees come out and cluster a* the 
bottom of the front of the hive they

Mr Laurier, in reply, said that this 
was a question which related to mat- 
ters now confidential. As soon as the 
appointment has been made the House 
will be informed of it at once. 

Sir C. H. Tupper had the follow- 
ing question on the order paper: “Did 
the hon, the Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries say in a speech at Middle- 
ton in 1893, as reported in The Morn- | 
ing Chronicle, Halifax: ‘The policy of 
the Liberal party, on the contrary, 
is the reform of the tariff by the 
elimination from it of every vestige of 
protection,’ If so, is this the present 
policy of the Liberal party?” 

Mr. Dayies, in reply, said he had 
not seen the speech for some ycars. 
When he spoke he intended to refer 
to those duties which were imposed for 
protective purposes and not for the 
purpose of revenue. He would refer 
the hon, gentleman to his speech in 
full. } 

Sir C. H. Tupper had another ques- 
tion relating to telegrams which pass- | 
ed between Mr. Laurier and Mr. E. ' 
N. McDonald of Pictou. Mr. Laurier | 
acknowledged the authenticity of the 
despatches and said the sentence in 
the telegram from the Premier that 
“coal interests will be carefully guard: 
ed” meant that at the proper time the 
coal interests would be guarded care- 
fully. ‘GLoud laughter.) 

Sir C. H. Tupper asked: “Is the 
following a fairly accurate report of a 
part of a speech of the hon, the Min- 
ister of Marine and Fisheries at Sus- 
sex, New Brunswick, in January last: 
‘A 17 or 20 per cent. tariff was high 
enough to give encouragement to any 
manufacturer; if it were not, the 
manufacture should go down. The 
present policy developed trusts and 
combines, notably the cotton, sugar 
oil, cordage, iron and steel. The Lib- 
erals would declare eternal warfare 
against them.’ 

“If yes, will the hon, the Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries say whether 
he is of the same opinion still? 

“If the above is not a fairly accur- 
ate report will the hon, minister say 
wherein the report misrepresents his 
views?” 

Mr. Davies, in reply, said: “My views 
on tariff reform were given at Sus- 
sex. I do not think the quotation of a 
single sentence of that speech is cal- 
culated to reflect fairly what those 
views were. The hon. gentleman 
would find the whole speech 
very interesting and very in- 
structive and I imyite his attention 
to it, (Laughter.) 


Sir C. H. Tupper: 
Hon. Minister of Finance write 
as follows to The Halifax Morning 
Chronicle, under date of Feb, 1, 1892: 
“Mr. Jones pointed out that, at the 
Quebec Conference, which was held in 
the fall of 1887, certain proposals were 
made respecting a readjustment of 
provincial subsidies and the granting 
of additional allowances, not to Que- 
bec alone, but to all the provinces. 
These proposals were agreed to by 
delegates representing the Govern- 
ments of Ontario, Quebec, Nova Sco- 
tia,New Brunswick and Manitoba, and 
were consequently confirmed by ma- 
jorities in the assemblies of the sever- 
al provinces named. Mr. Laurier, after 
the publication of the scheme, said he 
regarded it as fair and reasonable, and 
that he would support kt as a repre- 
sentative of Nova Scotta. I thank him 
for the assurance, and I look forward 
with pleasure to the early coming of 
a day when he will be in a position 
to fulOl his pledge, and thus place in 
the treasury of the province an ad- 
ditional allowance of $162,000 a year.” 

If yes, can he now say whether the 
present Government proposes to deal 
with the resolutions of the Quebec Con- 
ference at this session of Parliament, 
or whether a provision for the amount 
of the proposed allowances to the dif- 
ferent provinces will be asked from 
this Paritament at the next session? 

Mr. Frelding, replying, said: “I did 
write the letter to The Chronicle at 
the time mentioned, but the purpose of 
that letter is hardly made apparent by 
the quotation. The opponents of Mr 
Laurier had represented that he (Mr 
Laurter) had made a barcs'n with Mr 
Mercier to give some special and un- 
due favor in the way of provincial sub- 
Bidies to Quebec.

They 
put before remedial legislation the idol 
of the moment, believeing in his hon- 
esty and integrity, and believing that, 
returned to power, he would put a 
law on the statute book to cover their 
rights of their co-religionists in Mani- 
toba. But powerful as was that affec- 
tlon, and deep as was their trust, far 
more terrible and more powerful 
would be their revenge if Mr, Laurier 
Should prove recreant to that trust 
and fall to re-establish their right tu 
Separate schools in Manitoba. Sir 
Richard Cartwright had quotéd Lord 
Russell's recent speech at Saratoga to 
justify Mr. Laurier's large and gra- 
tultous offers of surrender to the 
United States, but he would read the 
Speeches of Lord Russell in vain to 
find justification for a statesman’s lay- 
ing first before a foreign country his 
foreign policy, or to find the sentiment 
expressed that England would sacri- 
fice one fjota of principle to secure 
peace with the world, (Cheers.)

WHAT MR. COX IS AFTER. 


valk of the Bank of Commerce Taking 
Over the Dominton Government's 
Account—Ottawa News. 

Ottawa, Aug. 26.—(Special.)—The Im- 
perlal authorities have been asked by 
the Dominion Government to nominate 
p first-class officer for the position of 
commandant of the Royal Military 
College at Kingston. The question of 
appointing a Canadian to the position 
was under consideration by the Gov- 
ernment, and while there has undoubt- 
edly been a growing sentiment in this 
direction, it is felt that for the pre- 
sent it will be better to secure the 
services of an Imperial officer of wide 
experience. The idea, however, is that 
in time some of the young Canadian 
officers at present serving with dis- 
tinction. in the Imperial army may )e 
available for this and similar posts in 
the Dominion, 

The petition of Albert Nordheimer of 
Toronto for a bill of divorce from his 
wife, Edith May’ VanKoughnet, was 
presented to the Senate to-day. Mr. 
Nordheimer was married to Miss Van- 
Koughnet on June 3, 1884. The wedding 
was a very swell affair, the ceremony 
being performed in St. Stephen's 
Church by the Bishop of Toronto. 
Three children are the issue of the 
marriage. Mr. and Mrs, Nordheimer 
lived together in Toronto until May, 
1892, when they went to Hngland on 
account of the illness of the second 
child. Being obliged to return to 
Canada in about six weeks after his 
arrival in England, Mr. Nordheimer 
arranged that his wife and three child- 
ren should remain there until his re- 
turn in the following spring. In July, 
1893, the petitioner returned to Wng- 
land for the purpose of bringing his 
wife and children back to Canada, but 
Mrs. Nordheimer flatly refused to re- 
turn, and has since been domiciled in 
England with, however, an Occasional 
visit to the United States. The peti- 
toner alleges that in August, 1893, and 
several times thereafter, Mrs, Nord- 
heimer committed adultery with Wil- 
lam Cranston, jr., of London, Eng- 
land.

If the flesh Begins to swell, salt or 
soda and water may relieve it. but 
sugar of lead surely will. 

When applying this latter tothe face 
keep the eyes closed until the solution 
has dried into the skin. 

A person who has meddled with pol- 
son ivy, should as quickly as possible 
mash the hands in salt and water, and 
be careful not to touch the face. 

The blotches caused by poison ivy 
look like raised burns. amd are often 
bordered with tiny white water blist- 
ers, which, if neglecte, will run into 
eres blisters and be exceedingly pain- 
ul. 

For the sting of a hornet apply the 
common dooryard weed, plantain, to 
the wound. Crumple up the weed in 
your hand until the jukce starts and 
lay it on the smarting spot. 

When the poison of mosquitoes is 
great there is nothing better than to 
bathe the spots with a weak solution 
of ammonia. Salt and water or cooking 
y)da is not strong enough. 

When the poisoning is severe, the 
hands and parts effected will often 
swell at intervals for many months 
without any apparent cause. This 
swelling will gradually lessen, and at 
ength, disappear, without any special 
medication beyond the bathing of the 
spots with the mentioned remedies. 

For sprains and bruises there is 
nothing better than thot water for 
bathing the places. This should be 
followed with bandages wet in tincture 
of arnica or witch-hazel, and if you 
have forgotten to put vials of these 
in your trunks The farmer's wife or the 
village druggist will give you worm- 
wood. Steep this in vinegar and apply 
hot, remembering that the poultice is 
Hable to stain, and using old cloths 
for the bandaging. 

Bare feet are apt to get sone bruises, 
which are painful, although the aver 
age boy will prefer them to shoes and 
stockings. Soaking the_sore feet In hot 
water before going to bed, and bath- 
ing the bruises with tincture of arnica, 
are the best aids to time itself for this 
ailment.

All would suffer or benefit 
from the change in the tariff! and he 
felt sure the bill would be carefully 
and judicially considered. He had 
heard much about the uselessness of 
the Senate and the advanced age of its 
members, but he thought that there 
were few of the Senators who had the 
advantage in age of such eminent men 
as Sir Charles Tupper, who had been 
chosen by his party to lead In the re- 
cent contest and in the Lower House, 
Sir John Macdonald had for 
years directed the affairs of the nation 
at an age greater than most of the 
members of the Senate, and the late 
Premier, Sir Mackenzie Bowell. In 
fact, few senators had the advantage 
of himself in matters of age, and he 
had been chosen to conduct the De- 
partment of Justice in the new Gov- 
ernment, Then the Senate was com- 
posed of men who had long experience 
in fulfilment of the highest offices in 
the gift of the nation, and were able 
to bring a rich store of experience In- 
to the consideration of all measures 
submitted to them. Considering all 
these reasons, he had no doubt he 
would find the Senato a workable 
body, despite the great Opposition ma- 
jority. Speaking for himself, he had 
had a varied experience, and as a 
member of the Confederation Confer- 
ence he had had something to do with 
the constitution of the Senate. He 
and Hon, William Macdougall were 
the only members of the Quebec Con- 
ference who favored an elective Senate, 
He was now an old man and expected 
to end his days as a member of that 
House, and, being In a sense respon- 
sible for the constitution of the body, 
he would do all in his power to make 
the Senate acceptable to the people of 
Canada. 

Sir Frank Smith: The Senate has 
existed for 18 years now and it is fair 
to assume that it has always been ac- 
ceptable to the people of Canada. 

Sir Oliver Mowat: “Yes, but I am 
afraid only to the people of one politi- 
cal persuasion.” He thought that much 
eould be done under the existing con- 
stitution of the Senate to make it a 
more important branch of the Federal 
Legislature, and more acceptable to all 
classes of the Canadian peéopte. 

Senator Ferguson congratulated Sir 
Oliver and the Senate upon his eleva- 
tion to a seat in the Senate. After all 
the kind things he had said of the 
Senate, it was difficult for him to be- 
lieve him guilty of heterodoxy upon the 
subject. The effect of the kind things 
he had said was to some extent de- 
stroyed by the knowledge that he had 
not always held these flattering opin- 
fons about the Senate. We had a re- 
collection of certain resolutions passed 
by the inter-provinclal conference at 
Quebec, at which Sir Oliver presided, 
and the Liberal Convention held at 
Ottawa, which were in no sense com- 
plimentary to the Senate.

held the position of Premier of the 
chief province of Canada, Our own 
little Ol evidently realized the serl- 
ousness of the situation, He knew that 
he was facing an adverse majority 
and he lost no time in endeavoring to 
please his opponents, He was the 
Sime tactful old politician as he has 
been for years in Toronto, Evyident- 
ly he realizes the task ahead of him, 
and if honeyed words will tend to 
smooth his path in the Senate they 
will not be missing. There were one 
or two points in his speech worthy 
of note. He referred at some length 
to the constitution of the Senate and 
Stated that at the Quebec conference 
Hon. William Macdougall and himself 
were the only two representatives who 
favored an elective Senate. He inti- 
mated in an insidious manner that 
he hoped to secure the co-operation of 
the present Senate in trying to make 
it acceptable to the whole country. 
Only one inference can be arawn 
from this remark, namely, that before 
many moons are over a measure will 
be introduced for the reform of the 
Senate. 

Conservatives and Liberal members 
alike are a unit in favor of furnish- 
ing the farmers of Canada with the 
means for placing perishable products 
promptly on the English market. They 
do not, however, like the scheme pro- 
pounded by Mr, Porter of London, 
The Premier and Hon, Mr. Dobell 
were present at to-day’s meeting of 
the committee. As was the case pes- 
terday, the Western Ontario members 
opposed the granting of a subsidy of 
$125,000. annually for ten years lO as- 
sist the project. Mr, Porter, one of the 
promoters, explained the details of 
the scheme, which have been pre- 
viously published, It was pointed out 
by Mr, Lister that an annual subsidy 
on an expenditure of $1,000,000 for the 
building of an abattoir would pay 
the Interest on the entire cost of con- 
struction and leave $75,000 over. Mr. 
Porter, however, claimed that the ab- 
attoirs would be only a part of the 
expense. There was the matter of 
steamship service, agencies in Euro- 
pean countries, etc, 

Mr. Cargill strongly favored assist- 
ance being given to the farmers, but 
he was opposed to the country con- 
tributing 12 1-2 per cent. on an invest- 
ment of one million dollars, He would 
like the company to guarantee to the 
farmers an increase of four cents per 
pound on beef sold in the English 
market, as the prospectus promised 
(Laughter and applause.) 

The discussion continued for an hour 
and a half and was brought to a close 
by the Premier stating that the prob- 
lem how best to capture the deadmeat 
marketin England would be fully in- 
vestigated, while he had no opinion to 
offer with regard to the scheme un- 
der consideration, 

Prof. Macoun of the geological sur- 
vey, who has returned from his sum- 
mer botanical fleld work near Moose- 
jaw, N.W.-T.. states that he never 
saw the vegetation of the Northwest 
so luxuriant as this summer. The 
prairie hay grass is, he says, fully 
three inches in height. The farmers 
state that the forage was never so 
good since 188%. The crop prospects 
are bright. 

The police commissioners to-day ap- 
pointed Mr, W, F. Powell, second son 
of the late Sheriff Powell, to the posi- 
tion of chief of the Ottawa police. 
The commissioners instructed the 
clerk to purchase four bicycles on the 
best possible terms so that the mem- 
bers of the force can control the out- 
lying districts more readily. Scorch- 
ing wheelmen, too, may look out now 
for trouble, as there are already half 
# dozen good cyclists on the force. 
It is not unlikely that a special bi- 
cycle squad will be organized in 
charge of a sergeant, and that a spe- 
cial detail of duty will be assigned to 
them. However, until Chief Powell 
has an opportunity of considering the 
matter, nothing definite will be 
known. 

The difficulties which are facing the 
new Government in connection with 
their tariff reform measure are begin 
ning to crop up. Two deputations 
were here to-day getting in their 
work. The vinegar manufacturers, 
consisting of Messrs. Badgerow and 
Wilson of Toronto, Allan of Norwich 
and Marshall of Hamilton, interview- 
ed the Government in reference to the 
excise duties on vinegar. 

The Dominion Millers’ Association 
also had a deputation here, which 
interviewed the Premier and Mr 
Fielding. David Plews, C. B. Watts 
and J, L, Spink, Toronto, and W. H 
Meldrum of Peterboro composed the 
delegation. They represented that it 
would be Inadvisable to make any 
change in the tariff, so far as the 
duties on wheat and flour were con- 
cerned. The point was also made that 
any reduction in the duties would 
minimize the prospects of securing «a 
reciprocity treaty with the United 
States. This contention, however, was 
not a unanimous one, some of the 
delegates being averse to going cap

** A lutter in the pocket of one min was 
dated Liverpool, 1846, and on the table 
was 4 bottle with a note in it evidently in- 
tended to be cast adrift, It said they were 
four English seamen marooned by a captain 
left to die. The note was dated 1816, and 
T suppose they had been there dead in that 
hut for over thirty years, aud they must 
haye died of heat in one day and dried 
right up. We left them where we found 
them.’’—Lewiston Journal.

tions of this sermon 
the scenes In a courtroom, with which 
Dr, Talmage became famillar when he 
was studying law, before he stu led 
for the ministry, The text Is I Jvhn 
ii, 1, “We have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ, the righteous. 

Standing in a courtroom you say to 
yourself, “At this bar crime has often 
been arraigned; at this witness stand 
the oath has often been taken; at this 
jurors’ bench the verdict has been ren- 
dered; at thia judge's desk sentence 
has been pronounced.” But I bave 
tel! you to-day of a trial higher than 
any oyer and terminer or eircult or 
supreme or chancery, It 18 the trial of 
every Christian man for the life of hfa 
soul, This trial is different ‘rom any 
other in the fact Unat it is both civil 
and criminal. 

The issues at stake ar) tremendous, 
and I shall In my sermon show you 
first what are the grounds of com- 
plaint, then who are the witnesses in 
the cause and lastly who are the ad- 
ypcates, 

When a trial is called on, the firat 

thing Is to have the Indictment read 
Stand up then, O Christian man, and 
hear the Indictment of the court of 
high heaven fgainst thy soul. It is 
ah Indictment often counts, for thou 
hhet directly or indirectly broken all 
the Ten Commandments, You know 
how it thundered on Sinai, and when 
God came down how the mountain 
rocked, and the smoke ascended as 
from a smoldering furnace, and the 
darkness gathered thick, and the loud, 
deep trumpet uttered the words, ‘The 
soul that sinneth it shall die!” Are you 
guilty or not guilty? Do not put in a 
negative plea too quick, for I have 
to announce that “all have sinned and 
come short of the glory of God. There 
is none that doeth good. No, not one. 
Whosoever shall keep the whole law, 
yet offend in one point, he is guilty of 
all.” Do not therefore be too hasty In 
pronouncing yourself not guilty. 

This lawsuit before us also charges 
you with the breaking of a solemao 
contract. Many a time did we pro- 
mise to be the Lord's We got down 
on our knees and said. “O, Lord, I am 
thine now and for ever." Did you 
keep the promise? Have you stood up 
to the contract? I go back to your 
first communion. You remember it as 
well as if it were yesterday. You know 
how the vision of the cross rose be- 
fore you. You remember how from 
the head, and the hands, and the side, 
and the feet there came bleeding forth 
these two words, “Remember a5 


to 


me. 
You recall how the cup of communion 
trembled in your hand when you first 
took it, and as in a seashell you may 
hear, or think you hear, the roaring 
of the surf even after the shell has 
been taken from the beach, so you 
lifted the cup of communion and you 
heard in it the surging of the great 
ocean of a Saviour’s agony, and you 
came forth from that communion ser- 
vice with face shining as though you 
had been on the mount of Transfigu- 
ration, and the very air seemed trem- 
ulous with the love of Jesus, and the 
woods and leaves and the grass and 
the birds were brighter and sweeter 
volced than ever before, and you said 
down in the yery depths of your soul, 
“Lord, Thou knowest all things; Thou 
knowest that I love Thee.” Haye you 
kept the bargain, O Christian man? 
Have you not sometimes faltered when 
you ought to have been truc? Have 
you not been proud when you ought 
to have been humble? Have you not 
played the cowerd when you ought to 
have been the hero? I charge it upon 
you and I charge it upon myself—we 
have broken the contract. 

Still further. This lawsuit claims 
damages at your hands. The greatest 
slander on the Christian religion is an 
tmconsistent professor, The Bible says 
religion is one thing. We, by our in- 
consistency, say religion is some other 
thing, and what is more deplorable 
about it Is that people can see faults 
in others while they cannot see any 
fn themselves. If you shall at any time 
find some miserable old gossip, with 
imperfections from the crown of her 
head to the sole of her foot, a perfect 
biotch of sin herself, she will go tat- 
tling, tattling, tattling all the years of 
her life abovt the inconsistencies of 
others, having no idea that she is in- 
consistent herself. -God save the world 
from the gossip, female and male! I 
think the males are the worst. Now 
the chariot of Christ's salvation goes 
on through the world, but it Is our 
inconsistencies, my brethren, that 
block up the wheels, while all along 
the line there ought to have been cast 
nothing but palm branches, and the 
shout should have been lifted. "‘Hosan- 
na to the Son of David!" 

Now, you have heard the indictment 
read. Are you ready to plead gulity 
or not guilty? Perhaps you are not 
ready yet to plead. Then the trial will 
£0 on. The witnesses will be called, 
and we shall have the matter decided. 
In the name of God I now make pro- 
clamation: Oyez, oyez, oyez, whosoever 
hath anything to offer tn this trial, in 
which God ts the plaintiff and the 
Christian soul the defendant, let him 
now step forth and give testimony ii 
this solemn trial. 

The first witness I 
atand in behalf of the 
the world, all critical anid observant 
of Christian character. You know that 
there are people around you who per- 
petually banquet on the frailties of 
God's children. You may know, if “ou 
have lived in the country, that a crow 
cares for nothing so much as carrion 
There are those who imagine that out 
of the faults of Christians they can 
make a bridge of boats acrosa the 
etheam of death, and they going 
to try it; but, alas, for the mistake!

The third witness I call in the case 
is an angel of. God Bright ahin 
ing one, what doest thou here? What 
hast thou to say against this man on 
trial? “Oh,” says the angel, “I have 
been a messenger to him I have 
guarded him. I have watched him 
With this wing I have defended him. 
and oftentimes, when he knew it not, 
I led him Into green pastures and be- 
nide the still waters. I snatched from 
him the poisoned chalices When bad 
spirits came upon him to destroy him, 
I fought them back with Infinite 
flerceness, and yet I have to testify 
to-day that he has rejected my mis- 
sion. He has not done as he ought 
to have done, Though I came from 
the sky, he drove me back, Though 
with this wing 1 defended him, and 
though with this voice I wooed hitm, 
I have to announce his multiplied im- 
perfections, I dare not keep back the 
testimony, for then I should not dare 
to appear again among the sinless 
ones before the great white throne. 

There is only one more witness to 
be called on behalf of the prosecution, 
and that is the great, the holy, the 
august, the omnipotent Spirit of God. 
We bow down before Him. Holy Spirit, 
knowest thou this man? “Oh, yes,” 
says the Holy One, “I know him, I 
have striven with him ten thousand 
times, and though sometimes he did 
seem to repent, he fell back again as 
often from his first estate, Ten thou- 
sand tirfies, ten thousand has he griev- 
ed Me, although the Bible warned him, 
saying: ‘Grieve not the Holy Ghost 
Quench not the Spirit. Yes, he has 
driven Me back. Though I am_ the 
Third Person of the Trinity. he has 
trampled on My mission, and the blood 
of the atonement that I brought with 
which to cleanse his soul, he some- 
times despised. I came from the throne 
of God to convert and comfort and 
sanctify, and yet look at that man 
and see what he is compared with 
what, unresisted, I would have made 
him” 

The evidence on the part of the pro- 
secution has closed. Now let the de- 
fence bring on the rebuttal testimony. 
What have you, O, Christian soul, to 
bring in reply to this evidence of the 
world, of the conscience, of the angel 
and of the Holy Ghost? No evidence?” 
Are all these things true? “Yes, Un- 
clean, unclean,” says every Christian 
soul. What? Do you not begin to 
tremble at the thought of condemna- 
tion? 

We have come now to the most In- 
teresting part of this great trial, The 
evidence all in, the advocates speak 
The profession of an advocate is full 
of responsibility. In England and the 
United States there have arisen men 
who in this calling have been honored 
by their race and thrown contempt 
upon those who in the profession have 
been guilty of a great many mean- 
nesses, That profession will be honor- 
able as long as it has attached to it 
such names as Mansfield and Marshall 
and Story and Kent and Southard and 
William Wirt. The courtroom has 
sometimes been the scene of very mar- 
velous and thrilling things. Some of 
you remember the famous Girard will 
case, where one of our advocates 
pleaded .the cause of the Bible and 
Christianity in mgsterly Anglo Saxun, 
every paragraph a thunderbolt. 

Some of you have read of the fam- 
ous trial in Westminster hall of War- 
ren Hastings, the despoiler of India by 
splendid talents, by courage, by bribes, 
by gigantic (1) osty. The whole 
world has rung with applause or con- 
demnation, Gathered in Westminster 
hall, a place in which 30 kings had 
been inaugurated, was one of the most 
famous audiences ever gathere], For- 
eign ministers and princes sat there. 
Peers marched in, clad in ermine and 
gold. Mighty men and women from 
all lands looked down upon the scene, 
Amid all that pomp and splendor, : nd 
amid an excitement such as has sel- 
dom been seen in any courtroom, Fd 
mund Burke advanced In a speech 
which will last as long as the English 
language, concluding with this burn- 
ing charge, which made Warren Has- 
tings cringe and cower: “I impeach 
him in the name of the commons 
house of parliament, whose trust he 
has betrayed. I impeach him tn the 
name of the English nation, whose 
ancient honor he has sullied TI ium- 
peach him in the name of the people 
of India, whose rights he has trampled 
on and whose country he nas turned 
Into a desert. And, lastly, iv the raine 
of human nature, in the name of hoth 
sexes, In the name of every age and 
rank, I impeach his as the common 
enemy and oppressor of all.” 

Christian soul! I think that, after 
all, there may be some chance for you, 
for the great advocate rises t omake 
His plea. He says: “I admit all that 
has been proved against My client. I 
admit all these sins—aye, more—but 
look at that wounded hand of Mine 
and look at the other wounded hand 
and at My right foot and at My left 
foot. By all these wounds I plead for 
his clearance. Count all the drops of 
my tears. Count all the drops of my 
blood. Rw the humiliation of Beth 
lehem, by the sweat of Gethsemane 
by the sufferings of the crores. I demand 
that he go free, On this arm he hath 
leaned, to this heart he hath flown, 
in my tears he hath washed My 
righteousness he hath depended Le 
him go free; I am hte ransom Let 
him escape the lash; I took the 
scourgings Let the cup pass from 
him; I drank it to the dregs Put 
him the crown of life, for I have 
the crown of thorns. Over against My 
throne of shame set his throne of 
triumoh.” 

Well, the counsel on both sides have 
spoken, and there is only one 
thing now remaining. and that is the 
awarding of the judgment. If you 
have ever been in courtroom, you 
know the allence and solemnity when 
the verdict is about to be rendered cn 
the judgment about to be given.

every means in my 
power to inform myself it is impossi- 
ble for me to ignore the possibility 
that in the event of your deciding to 
meet Parliament the present admin- 
istration will fail to secure the Bup- 
port of the House of Commons, This 

hypothesis seems to me to have im- 
portant bearings, In the first place, 
the business to be transacted by Par- 
liament, though foreseen and not in 
character exceptional, is urgent. Sup- 
plies for public seryice are already 
entirely exhausted. This contingency 
was in view when the date of the 
meeting of Pari ament was fixed. It 
is in the public interest that that Par- 
liament should meet on as early & 
day as possible and be able to pro- 
ceed with the Business forthwith. 
Again, in regard to the various re- 
commendations, which in detail or by 
inference we di.cussed on Thursday, 
and in regard to all business which Is 
not urgent. and yet outside the rou- 
tine administrative requirements, the 
assumption that the Government has 
failed to secure the confidence of the 
electorate at the polls leaves undimin- 
ished, indeed increases the stringency 
of the limitations of an already some- 
what peculiar position. Let me ex- 
plain my meaning. The circumstances 
are these: The previous administration 
(with Sir Mackenzie Bowell as Prime 
Minister), representing the views of 
the same political party and having 
a majority in both chambers, failed 
to pass its profiosed legislation and 
on April 25 Parliament expired by 
efflux of time without having 
granted supplies for the public ser- 
vice beyond June 30. Subsequently, 
when no Parliament was or could be 
under the circumstances In existence, 
the present administration was form- 
ed. So far, therefore, as these are de- 
pendent upon the subsequent approv- 
al of Parliament the acts of the pre- 
sent administration are in an unusual 
degree provisional, and as the powers 
of an administration undoubtedly full 
and unrestricted must surely always 
be used with discretion their exercise 
would seem to be rightly limited, un- 
der such circumstances as present 
to the transaction of all necessary 
public business, while it is further 
a duty to avoid all acts which may 
embarrass the succeeding Govern- 
ment. 

“On this ground, I would ask your 
further consideration of some of the 
recommendations which we discussed 
incidentally on Thursday. On this 
ground, too, I felt obliged to withhold 
an expression of my acquiescence to 
your suggestion as to the appoint- 
ment of Senators or judges (you have 
laid before me certain recom- 


vacant.) 
ments, and 


These are life appoint- 
with them, under such 


circumstances as the present, it would 


seem proper to leave all other life ap- 
polntments and creations of all new 
officers and appointments for the con- 
sideration of the incoming Ministers, 
unless always such a course is shown 
to be contrary to the public interest. 
In the case of the Senate, which con- 
sists of 78 members, it is to be noted 
also that there are said to be now no 
more than five Senators who are Lib- 
erals. And it may well be urged that 
to aggravate this inequality at the 
present time would not only tend to 
embarrass probably the successors of 
this Government, but to increase the 
risk of friction between the two 
chambers of the legislature. 

“In the case of judges, I will only 
add that, bearing in mind the ordinary 
length of their tenure of office and 
also the long political predominance of 
one political party In the Dominion 
Parliament, the current deduction as 
tothe complexion of political opinions 
represented upon the bench, whether 
baseless or well founded, is not unnat- 
ural 

“As to the remaining recommenda- 
tions which are before me, and gen- 
erally as to other business of similar 
nature, all seem to me to be subject to 
the same governing consideration. 
Whatever business can wait without 
to public interest may pro- 
perly do so. There is a recommenda- 
tion,of a refund of money which re- 
quires the sanction of Parliament. 
Such recommendations will have to be 
placed before Parliament by the Min-« 
isters of the day, and you may perhaps 
consider that they ma he left 
dealt with. by these Minisu

party, and having a majority in both 
chambers, failed to pass its proposed 
legislation and on the 25th of April 
Parliament expired by efflux of time, 
without having granted the supplies 
for the public service beyond the 30th 
June, 

“Subsequently, 
was, or could be, under the circum- 
stances, in exis’ ice, the present Ad- 
ministration was formed. So far, there- 
fore, as these are dependent upon the 
subsequent approval of Parliament, 
the acts of this Administration are In 
an unusual degree provisional.’ Your 
Excellency is aware that the failure to 
pass the supplies in the usual manner 
for the now current year was due to 
the fact that the life of Parliament 
terminated on the 25th of April, and 
that the Opposition took advantage of 
that circumstance to pursue a course 
of unparalleled obstruction, which en- 
abled them to p)event any legislation 
being carried through by the Govern- 
ment, although it had the support of 4 
large majority of the House of Com- 
mons, and that the day of the next 
meeting of Parliament was fixed at the 
earliest possible moment, that it could 
safely be done. 

“Your Excellency says:

further a duty to avold all acts which 
may embarrass a succeeding govern- 
ment.’

You ob- 
serve these are life appointments, and 
with them, under such circumstances 
as the present, it would seem proper to 
leave all other life appointments and 
the creation of all new offices end ap- 
pointments for the consideration of the 
incoming ministers, unless always 
such a course is shown to be contrary 
to the public interest. 

“Your Excellency goes on to remark: 
‘In the case of the Senate, which con- 
sists of 78 members, it Is to be noted 
also that there are sald to be now no 
more than five senators who are Lib- 
erals,’ and further: ‘In the case of 
judges, I will only add that, bearing 
in mind the ordinary length of their 
tenure of office and also the long poll- 
tical predominance of one political 
party in the Dominion Parllament, the 
current deduction as to the complexion 
of the political opinions represented 
upon the bench, whether baselesg or 
well-founded, is not unnatural.

The reten- 
tion of the confidence of the country 
by the Senate, in my judgment, will 
depend much more upon the character 
and attainments of the gentlemen who 
are appointed to it than upon their 
political convictions at the time of 
their appointment. 

“TI may venture to remind Your Ex- 
cellency that the exigencies of the pub- 
lic service and the difficulties to which 
you have alluded have been caused by 
the obstruction of public business by 
the Opposition, notwithstanding that 
the Government of which I was the 
leader in the House of Commons had 


the support of a large majority of that | 


House. At that time the unfortunate 
circumstances to which I have refer- 
red enabled comparatively few per- 
sons to prevent any legislation or pub- 
lle business being done by the House. 
Had the Oppositicn in Canada adopted 
the course followed in the Imperlal 
Parliament in 18%2,when the Opposi- 
tion voted the estimates for the year 
and expedited public business, no such 
difficulty could have presented itself, 
and I fail to see why such obstruction 
on the part of the Opposition should 
entitle them to the special considéra- 
tion of the Crown, 

“With reference to the inquirles which 
Your Excellency has from time to time 


thought fit to address to the Clerk of ' 
the Privy Council, I can only re-state | 


my impression that such information 
in times past has been sought and ob- 
tained by the Governor-General 
through communication with His 
Prime Minister, or the Minister direct- 
ly concerned, rather than by means 
of official memoranda which become 
part of the records of council. 

“In conclusion, Imay be permitted to 
say to Your Excellency, that under the 
British constitutional system, which 
Canada has the happiness to enjoy, the 
Queen's representative, like Her Ma- 
jJesty, is the executive head of the 
country, removed from the arena of 
political controversy, however fierce 
the conflict of parties may be, and In 
my judgment no more fatal mistake 
could be made than any interposition 
in the management of public affairs 
which would cause the Governor-Gen- 
eral to be identified with elther one 
party or the other. Adhering respect- 
fully but firmly to the opinions I have 
ventured to express in this memoran- 
dum, which, I regret to find, do not 
agree with those of Your Excellency, 
it remains only for me to tender the 
resignation of my colleagues and my- 
self, and to ask that we may be re- 
lieved from our responsibilities as 
ministers of the Crown at the earliest 
convenience of Your Pxcellency. 

(Signed) Charles Tupper.”

6, 1896,

public interest and so as to avoid all 
acts which may tend to embarrass 
the succeeding administration.

THE HOUSE OF COMMON. 


The Liberals are Discharging Civil Em- 
ployes Who Worked tn the Last Elec- 
tlon-May Prove a Boomerang. 
Ottawa, Aug. 28.—(Speclal.)—Mr. 
Speaker notified the House of Com- 
mons to-day that he had issued his 
warrant for a writ for a bye-election 

in Saskatchewan, 

Among the petitions presented was 
one from Toronto, asking Parliament 
to make a grant towards the proposed 
International Exposition of 1897, as 
foreshadowed. The Speaker ruled it 
out of order, Inasmuch as it asks an 
expenditure of public money and ought 
not to be received. The petition ac- 
cordingly went into the waste-basket, 

Mr. Laurier presented the correspon- 
dence between the Governor-General 
and Sir Charles Tupper, touching the 
appointments by the late Government. 

Sir C. H. Tupper introduced a bill

,to amend the Dominion Elections Act. 


The object is to incorporate a clause 
from the English act, which provides 


| that any one who, during an election, 


makes or publishes attacks on the per- 
sonal character of a candidate 1s 
guilty of a corrupt practice. 

On the suggestion to take Wednes- 
day evenings and the whole of Thurs- 
days for Government business, after 
some discussion, Mr, Laurier com- 
promised by taking Thursdays only. 

In reply to asuggestion by Mr, Fos- 
ter, the Finance Minister explained 
that the estimates brought down were 
the same as those prepared by the late 
Government last session, except where 
there had been a cutting down. The 
Government would ask the House to 
vote these moneys. andj reserve to it- 
self the right only to spend so much 
of it as might be needed. 

On motion to go into supply, a dis- 
cussion arose on the subject of official 
d iissals for political reasons. 

Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper brought 
up the question by referring to the dis- 
missal of two fishery officers in Nova 
Scotia without tglal or investigation. 

Mr. Davies replied that he needed no 
investigation, as the facts of these 
officers: partisanship at the last elec 
tion® had been proven to him by per- 
sons of credibility. He laid down the 
principle that the price of active poll- 
tical partisanship should be dismissal 
in the case of the defeat of thelr party. 

Mr. Lister wanted all the secret ser- 
vice officers of Inland Revenue dis- 
missed, also Captain Boyd of the Soo 
Canal and other officers. 

Mr, Clancy, in an excellent speech, 
pointed out that hordes of provincial 
officials constituted the election ma- 
chine in Ontario. 

The debate was continued by Messrs. 
Sutherland, McDougall, Deylin and 
Britton. 

Mr. E. F. Clarke, in a vigorous 
speech, called attention to the action 
of the Ontario Government in allowing 
its officials to take active part in Fed- 
eral politics. He cited the case of Ald. 
Preston of Toronto, who had contest- 
ed West Toronto in the Liberal Interest 
and after his defeat had been re- 
appointed Provincial Librarian, If the 
new Government intend to make 
wholesale dismissals from the public 
service, he believed such action would 
recoil on their own heads. (Hear, hear.) 

The debate was continued by Messrs. 
Ingram, Yeo, Borden, Davin, Bennett 
and Domyile 

Mr. Bell moved the adjournment of 
the debate at 11.30. .

A case of sudden attack of croup 
may usually be relieved by placing a 
sponge wrung out of hot water on the 
throat, and giving a small dose (five 
drops) of ipecac. This dose should be 
repeated until the child yomits, which 
brings instant relief.—Chicago Record. 


A Kegimen for Growlog Girls.

The luncheon of the 
average school child is the object o1 
reform, and Dr, Charlotte B. Brown 
is the crusader.

A warm lunch, even if but a cup of 
cocoa or hot milk or a bowl of soup 
warmed up, with the lunch-basket 
meal. 3. The great need of exercise, 
and besides the morning duties an 
hour at least after school should be 
given to out-of-door sports, 4, No study 
allowed after 9 p.m., and every girl of 
15 years should be asleep at 9,80 p.m., 
mw later hour being permitted on Fri- 
day and Saturday nights only,”

The Western Union, it is Said, Owns the 
Controlling Stock of the American 
Kell Telephone Compan). 


Montreal, Aug. 380.—(Spectal.)—The 
alleged deal between the Western 
Union and the Bell Telephone Co., or 
the amalgamation of these two cor- 
porations, is again spoken of here. It 
“appears that the agreement entered in- 
to 16 years ago as to rights and in- 
iringements between the telegraph and 
telephone companies in question will 
expire In Noymber, and it is a ques- 
tion of speculation as what will 
then happen. A gentleman connected 
with one of the telegraph companies 
told The World to-day that he did not 
think elther a consolidation or amal- 
Eamation of the Western Union and 
the American Bell would take place, 
but that the telegraph company con- 
the other corporation there can 
be no doubt. Russell Sage, while de- 
nying the story of amalgamation, ad- 
mitted, however, that the Bell stock 
owned by the Western Union reached 
up into the millions. The fact is like- 
Wise commented upon that on the 27th 
of June the Western Union ‘Telegraph 
Company obtained a charter from the 
New York State Legislature, incorpo- 
rating a telephone company with a 
capital of $16,000,000. On the directo- 
rate of this new company are five 
members of the Western Union, and 
Several others belonging to the Cana- 
dian and American Bell Telephone 
Companies, Although the engineering 
of this charter through the Legislature 
at Albany cost $16,000, the Montreal 
Telegraph manager says it may mean 
nothing, and, again, it may mean a 
good deal. It is generally supposed 
that the two companies will work in- 
dependently of each other, but the 
Western Union will control the smaller 
corporation, and that they will un- 
derstand each other perfectly, It ap- 
pears that the policy of building 
long distance lines will be to an ex- 
tent curtailed, and that this will be 
one of the results of the Bell coming 
under the control of the Western 
Union. 

“The Western Union,” concluded The 
World’s informant, “is the most far- 
reaching corporation in America, if not 
in the whole world.” 


HALIVAX IS SAFE.

Ne Enemy's Veascl Could Enter That Cana- 
dian Stronghold—The Big Guns 
Can Do Good Work. 

Halifax, Aug, 29.—Yesterday it was 
demonstrated beyond a doubt that in 
time of war no enemy’s vessel could 
enter the port of Halifax. It would 
mean speedy and complete destruction 
to any craft that attempted it. The 
big guns at York Redoubt and Mac- 
Nab's Island were fully tested and the 
success achieved was even greater 
than expected. The guns were tested 
upon 4 moving ta, get 20 feeet long and 
8 fect high, and .although the range 
was about 3000 yards the firing ways 
excellent, The twelve and elghteen- 
ton gun were brought into requisition 
at York Redoubt and six-inch breadch- 
loaders were fired from MacNab's, 
The guns from York Redoubt sent 250 
and 400-lb. shells whirling through the 
air, and the breach-loaders at McNab 
fired shells weighing 100 pounds. The 
marksmanship was extra good. The 
shells crushed right through the target 
and kept the staff on board the tue} 
busy putting it in repair. An officer 
Stated afterwards that the test was a 
most successful one and exceeded ex- 
pectations. It plainly showed, said he,

- governmental machinery, 

The wisdom of the Liberal political tac: 
tles Is now realized by the beaton enemy, 
Sir Charles Tupper, like the experienced 
political strategist that he is, not only rea! 
izes bis party's weaknoss aud the enomys 
strength in the way of orgaaixzation, but 
has resolved to imitate the tactics which 
have contributed to his own defeat Yes 
terday, at the gathering of Conservative 
members which unanimously clootet him 
as loader of the Opposition, Sr Ohsries 
pointed out as the first and most importsnt 
thing to be done In the direction of party 

“reorganization is to identify the policy of 
the Mederal Opposition with that of the 
Conservative party In each province —that 
Is, to make the party a homogeneous on*, a 
machine in which all the parts work ‘n har- 
mony to one common end.

with the provincial machines. We are get- 
ting more and more Americanized in our 
political methods.

Wool Mateoriais for Fall and Winter—Fall 
Dressmakiog— New Millinery—Ribbons 
—Hate - Plumage. 


The oxtrordinavy favor shown to canvas 
weaves during the summer, has caused a 
repetition of them in wool materials for fall 
and winter. Colorings are dark and rich 
floral patterns are massed together effective- 
ly. Other new and handsome wools show 
rep cords that run across the breadth and 
akin to them are varieties in broken reps 
that also extend crosswise. Like canvas 
weaves, both are in rich, dark floral designs 
set closely and quite equal them in attract- 
iveness. Small, loosely woven checks in 
indistinct weave, are also among this year's 
importations, yet not so markedly novel as 
the styles of which mention has been made. 
It can be added also, that the presentation 
of elegant novelties will interfere with the 
popularity of black skirts, which have been 
80 extensively worn as now at lasb to haye 
become rather wearisome to the eye. 


STYLES IN MAKING, 


From designs shown by Lord and ‘laylor, 
it is evident that sleeves are to be less pro- 
nounced than formerly. Ina majority of 
eximples, they are tight to the elbow or 
somewhat above it and the puff at the top 
is at times quite short and in all cases, of 
comparatively moderate size. Certainly, 
an unduo exaggeration is a thing of the 
past. Skirts remain much as they have 
been and for heavy goods, not of incon- 
venient width, so that the coming season 
may be noted as one of good taste in dress- 
making and this the more so, since while 
the stock collar is retained, it may be rob- 
bed of stiffness by becoming frills of lace 
or other light fabrics.

demand. Feathery pompons are numerous 
and ostrich plumes still impart an olegant 
finish,

Tho Celebrated Chief Justice Is Now a 


Guest at Bidcau Mall. 


Ottawa, Aug. 30,—(Special.)—Lord 
Russell of Killowen, Lord Chief Justice 
of England, accompanied by Lady 
Russell, Miss Russell, Mr.Charles Rus- 
sell, Sir Frank and Lady Lockwood, 
Mr. M. Crackenthorpe, Q.C., and Mr, 
James Fox, arrived tn the city yester- 
day from Montreal. They reached Ot- 


tawa by the C.P.R. train at 1.60, tra- 
veling in a special car. The distin- 
guished visitors were met by Capt. 
Wilberforce, Aide-de<Camp to His Ex- 
cellency Lord Aberdeen, and immedi- 
ately proceeded to Rideau Hall, In 
the afternoon ,accompanied by His Ex- 
cellency Lord Aberdeen, Lord Russell 
and party witnessed the la- 
crosse match at Lansdowne Park 
between the Capitals and Tecumsehs., 
Lord Russell will remain in the city 
until probably next Thursday evening. 

Mr. John R. Hall, Secretary of the 
Immigration Department, recelycs 
some peculiar letters, and recently 
an epistle cam: him that he hard- 
ly knows what to do with.

An order in council has been passed 
which states: “That having reference 
to the order in council of March 3, 
1896, admitting the claim of Spain to 
participate In the advantages conced- 
ed to France under the so-called 
French treaty, authority be given for 
the refund of any excess of duty on 
articles affected by the treaty, being 
the product of and imported from 
Spain, which may have been paid be- 
tween the date the RFrench treaty 
went into effect, that is to say, from 
and after Oct. 14, 1895, and the time 
when Spain was allowed to participate 
in the benefits of the treaty. Entries 
may therefore be amended, and ap 
plications for refund of duty made ac- 
cordingly. Satisfactory proof, however, 
must be given of the Spanish origin of 
the articles upon which a refund of 
excess of duty is claimed.”
